TO  THE  CLEMSON  UNIVERSITY  RESEARCH  FACULTY 

April  19,  1967 

The  Clemson  University  Resesirch  Faculty  Coxincil  met  on  May  I6,  I966  and  elected 
officers:  A.  E.  Schwartz,  Chairman;  W.  V,  Chalupa,  Vice-Chairman  and  G.  R.  Craddock, 
Secretary.  Membership  on  the  Council  for  the  year  I966-I967  consisted  of  the 
following  representatives:

H.  H.  Macaulay  was  also  appointed  to  this  committee  upon  his  election. 

The  Policy  Committee  was  asked  to  study  the  following:   library  indefinite  loan 
policy,  payroll  policy  regarding  nine  month  staff  members  who  have  research  grants 
for  summer  employment,  and  graduate  research  assistant  paj-king  regulations.  The 
Personnel  Relations  Committee  was  asked  to  continue  its  work  drafting  a  safety 
code  for  the  University  and  the  Ad  Hoc  Committee  was  requested  to  review  the 
Constitution  and  By-Laws  regarding  membership  on  the  Research  Faculty. 

During  the  new  faculty  orientation  program  several  members  of  the  Research  Council 
served  as  tour  guides.  Dr.  Chalupa  described  the  organization  and  purpose  of  the 
Research  Fa.culty  and  the  activities  of  the  Council  to  the  new  faculty  at  the  dinner 
held  in  their  honor.   Dr.  Chalupa  also  attended  the  luncheon  for  freshmen  in  the 
Honors  Program. 
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At  the  September  meeting  a  policy  regarding  transfer  of  faculty  which  had 
originated  in  the  Faculty  Senate  was  reviewed  by  the  Council.   After  considerable 
discussion  and  deliberation  the  Senate  proposal  was  modified  to  "better  fit  the 
needs  of  the  Research  Faculty. 

The  Council  recommended  at  its  October  meeting  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  be 
ammended  with  regard  to  membership  requirements  for  the  Research  Faculty.   A 
special  meeting  was  called  by  Dean  Hurst  to  pass  on  this  ammendment  at  which  the 
Research  Faculty  expressed  its  approval.   Article  1,  Section  1,  Part  2  of  the 
By-Laws  was  ammended  as  follows:  that  the  "Supervising  of  research  of  graduate 
students  is  considered  to  be  an  instructional  function,"  be  deleted.   Subsequently, 
this  action  was  approved  by  the  Education  Council. 

Dean  Hurst  addressed  the  Council  at  its  November  meeting  and  commented  on  the 
importance  and  progress  of  research  activities  at  Clemson. 

At  the  February  meeting,  the  Council  unanimously  adopted  a  report  by  Dr.  Godley 
"that  (l)  the  number  of  faculty  members  now  engaged  in  both  teaching  and  research 
has  grown  rapidly  in  recent  years  and  that  the  policy  of  the  University  is  that 
new  faculty  members  be  proficient  in  both  teaching  and  research,  and  (2)  that 
policies  approved  by  each  of  the  two  faculties  are  often  referred  to  the  other 
before  finally  approved,  th\is  resulting  in  considerable  duplication  of  effort 
by  the  two  groups.   In  view  of  these  factors,  the  Research  Council  should  again 
affirm  its  support  for  unification  of  the  two  bodies." 

The  Education  Council  also  adopted  a  recommendation  by  the  Policy  Committee 
concerning  conflict  of  interest. 

The  Research  Council  invited  Mr.  Palmer  to  speak  at  its  April  meeting  for  a 
report  on  the  activities  and  future  plans  of  the  Computer  Center.   The  Council 
offered  its  assistance  in  any  way  which  might  be  useful  for  the  development  and 
expansion  of  computer  facilities  at  Clemson.

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AMERICAN  COUNCIL  ON  EDUCATION  DIRECTORS 
APPROVE  GUIDELINES  RELATING 
TO  RATINGS  OF  COLLEGES 

The  Council's  Board  of  Directors,  meeting  in  Washington  this  week, 
unanimously  approved  guidelines  proposed  by  President  Logan  Wilson  for 
colleges  and  universities  when  requested  to  provide  information  for  non- 
professional sources  seeking  to  prepare  institutional  "ratings." 

President  Wilson  said  the  Council  continues  to  receive  inquiries  and 
complaints  from  colleges  and  universities  about  the  preparation  of  "ratings" 
by  nonprofessional  sources.  He  suggested  the  following  procedure:  "Before 
sending  out  data  in  response  to  such  requests  (1)  request  the  names  and  ad- 
dresses of  responsible  individuals  in  higher  education  who  are  associated 
with  the  enterprise,  and  to  whom  inquiry  can  be  made  concerning  it;  and  (2) 
request  full  information  on  the  research  methods  and  procedures  by  which  it 
is  proposed  to  evaluate  institutions." 

The  Council  president  also  requested  that  Alexander  W,  Astin,  director  of 
the  ACE  office  of  research,  comment  on  "college  rating  services."  Dr.  Astin' s 
statement  follows: 

Since  our  knowledge  about  the  comparative  impact  of  different  higher 
educational  institutions  is  still  in  a  relatively  primitive  state,  any  at- 
tempts to  rank  or  otherwise  rate  colleges  in  terms  of  "effectiveness"  or 
"quality"  are  premature.  There  is,  of  course,  a  considerable  folklore  about 
colleges,  particularly  about  the  more  prestigious  and  visible  institutions. 
At  best,  any  system  of  rating  institutions  based  on  available  data  would 
simply  reinforce  this  folklore.  At  worst,  the  ratings  would  introduce  ad- 
ditional unconfirmed  evidence  concerning  quality  to  compete  with  the  existing 
folklore. 

Perhaps  the  greatest  danger  in  using  existing  rating  systems  is  that  they 
imply  that  certain  kinds  of  students  should  be  "matched"  with  certain  kinds 
of  institutions.  Normally,  this  involves  simply  a  matching  of  students  in 
terms  of  academic  ability  with  institutions  in  terms  of  their  selectivity. 
There  are  several  problems  with  this  approach  to  college  counseling.  First, 
it  greatly  oversimplifies  the  characteristics  both  of  institutions  and  of 
students  by  implying  that  there  is  only  one  dimension  (selectivity  or  ability) 
which  is  of  any  import  in  the  college  choice  process.  Our  research  evidence 
and  that  of  many  other  investigators  has  shoi>m  that  there  are  many  other, 
perhaps  more  important,  ways  in  which  colleges  and  students  differ.  Secondly, 
the  concept  of  "matching"  students  and  colleges  implies  that  each  college 
would  ideally  enroll  only  one  type  of  student.  There  is  no  evidence  that  I 
know  of  to  indicate  that  homogeneous  institutions  are  necessarily  desirable 
for  all  students. 

It  is  important  to  make  a  clear  distinction  between  "ratings"  of  colleges 
and  objective  descriptive  information  about  the  institution,  its  environment, 
or  its  student  body.  Obviously,  more  good  information  about  institutions  is 
needed  in  order  to  enhance  institutional  self-understanding  and  also  to  pro- 
vide college-bound  students  with  more  meaningful  information  on  which  to 
base  their  decisions.  The  difficulty  arises  when  such  descriptive  infonnation 
is  equated  with  institutional  "effectiveness."  Hopefully,  systematic  research 
in  higher  education  will  soon  provide  us  with  better  information  about  how 
certain  institutional  characteristics  affect  the  development  of  the  student. 
But  until  such  information  is  available,  it  is  premature  to  assume  that  any 
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knovm  institutional  characteristic  is  synonymous  with  institutional  "quality," 
In  short,  institutions  and  prospective  college  students  should  take  the  avail- 
able college  rating  systems  that  purport  to  give  information  concerning  insti- 
tutional effectiveness  with  a  grain  of  salt.

A  POLICY  TO  GUIDE  THE  ACCEPTANCE  AND  PLACEMENT  OF  PAINTINGS,  PLAQUES,  AND 
OTHER  LONG-TERM  DISPLAYS  IN  THE  ROBERT  MULDROW  COOPER  LIBRARY. 

I.  General  Procedure. 

Any  material  suggested  for  display  in  the  Library  should  be  described 
in  a  memorandum  to  the  Director  of  the  Library.  The  Director  will  re- 
quest the  recommendation  of  the  Faculty  Library  Committee  pursuant  to 
the  following  general  policy.   If  the  Faculty  Library  Committee  recom- 
mends the  display,  the  Architectural  Faculty  Advisor  to  the  committee, 
appointed  by  the  Dean  of  the  School  of  Architecture,  will  be  consulted 
as  to  the  appropriate  location.  If  the  Faculty  Library  Committee  re- 
jects the  display,  the  Dean  of  the  University,  or  his  designated  repre- 
sentative, will  be  advised  of  the  rejection. 

11.   General  Policy. 

1.  The  Library  should  not  be  considered  as  a  repository  for  objects 
that  more  properly  should  be  displayed  in  a  museum  or  elsewhere. 

2.  Display  material  should  be  restricted  to  objects  of  general  interest 
to  Library  users  and  to  the  University  in  general. 

3.  Material  related  to  honorary  organizations  may  be  displayed  provided 
that: 

a.  The  material  proclaims  the  existence  of  and/or  honors  an 
essentially  University-wide  organization,  and 

b.  The  organization  has  a  direct  relationship  to  the  Library. 

4.  Portraits,  charts,  and  photographs  may  be  displayed  provided  that 
they  conform  to  the  requirement  that  the  individual  item  is  related 
to  the  Library  in  a  meaningful  manner. 

5.  Each  item  should  be  considered,  accepted,  and  displayed  on  the  basis 

of  its  individual  merit,  and  then  only  for  as  long  as  seems  appropriate.

PROFESSIONAL  DEVELOPMENT  IN  1967 

The  tenth  annual  series  of  Courses  for  Professional  Development,  con- 
ducted by  the  School  of  Industrial  Management  and  Textile  Science,  began  on 
May  8  and  continued  through  August  4.   A  total  of  IS  classes  were  offered, 
including  courses  or  seminars  in:  Color  Measurement,  Fiber  Physics,  Yam 
Manufacturing,  Methods  Analysis  and  Time  Study,  Basic  Textile  ("hemistry. 
Quality  Control,  Introduction  to  Textiles,  Supervisor  Development,  Ad- 
vanced Textile  Chemistry,  Weaving,  as  well  as  Industrial  Administration, 
the  program's  approach  to  middle  management  development. 

Two  significant  factors  of  the  1967  program:  first,  June  5  saw  the 
1,000th  Professional  Development  registrant  since  the  program  was  initiated 
in  1958,  Secondly,  a  two-week  course  is  now  composed  of  64  class  hours, 
ten  hours  more  than  in  previous  years. 

The  total  1967  Professional  Development  enrollment  was  199.  This  is 
the  largest  one  year's  enrollment  in  the  ten  year  history  of  the  program. 
The  199  participants  came  from  23  states,  Canada,  El  Salvador,  and  France, 
and  represented  103  educational,  governmental,  research,  financial  or  in- 
dustrial organizations. 

The  total  Professional  Development  enrollment  to  date,  1958  through 
1967,  is  1,062.

MINUTES  OF  THE  FACULTY  SENATE 

August  29,   1967 

The  first  meeting  of  the  Faculty  Senate  during  the  1967-68  academic 
year  was  held  on  August  29,  1967,  in  Olin  Hall  Auditorium,  beginning  at 
4:17  p.m.     Dr.  James  N.  Thurston,  President,  presided. 

After  the  minutes  of  the  April  meeting  were  approved  as  presented, 
the  membership  of  various  standing  committees  was  announced  and  a  Secre- 
tary of  the  Senate,  Mrs.  Rameth  R.  Owens,  was  elected,  replacing  Dr.  Henry 
Vogel  who  had  served  since  April. 

Several  items  of  business  carried  over  from  1966-67  were  considered. 
The  first  of  these  was  the  twelve-month  salary  option  which  the  university 
is  makino  available  to  faculty.    Another  item  considered  by  the  Senate 
was  its  proposal  to  the  Education  Council  conerning  membership  of  the 
Honorary  Degree  Committee.     This  proposal  had  been  sent  back  to  the  Senate 
by  the  Council  and  was,  in  turn,  referred  to  the  Senate's  Policy  Committee. 
A  third  item  of  business  concerned  the  Admissions  and  Scholarship  Committee; 
the  committee  was  asked  to  explore  further  the  possibilities  of  eliminating 
Saturday  classes  on  the  one  hand  and  on  the  other  of  establishing  a  school 
of  freshman  studies.    Sending  a  list  of  textbooks  to  incoming  freshman 
was  the  fourth  subject  discussed.    It  was  reported  that  Dean  Hurst  sup- 
ports the  idea  of  sending  such  a  list,  if  the  Faculty  Senate  provides  the 
list.     No  action  was  taken.     The  last  item  of  business  from  1966-67  was 
faculty  work  load.    It  was  reported  that  a  policy  on  work  load  will  be 
incorporated  into  the  new  faculty  handbook  by  Dean  Hurst  whose  recommenda- 
tions will  be  sent  to  the  President  of  the  Faculty  Senate. 

Subjects  presented  during  the  meeting  for  consideration  in  1967-68 
were  (1)  a  proposal  concerning  selection  of  administrative  officers  which 
was  introduced  by  Dr.  J.  G.  Dinwiddle  and  submitted  to  the  Policy  Committee, 
(2)  a  proposal  concerning  validation  of  candidates  for  graduation  which 
was  also  presented  by  Dr.  Dinwiddle  and  referred  to  the  Admissions  and 
Scholarhips  Committee,   (3)  recommendation  concerning  faculty  housing  for 
female  faculty  members  which  was  made  by  Dr.  J.  M.  Wannamaker  and  given 
to  the  Welfare  Committee,   (4)  suggestion  that  Policy  Committee  should 
consider  regulating  the  size  of  the  Faculty  Senate,  (5)  recommendation 
that  annuities  for  faculty  be  considered  by  the  Welfare  Committee,   (6) 
suggestion  that  consolidation  of  Faculty  Senate  and  Faculty  Research  Coun- 
cil might  be  considered,  and  (7)  suggestion  that  Welfare  Committee  consider 
the  problem  of  faculty  recreation  and  exercise  and  the  possibility  of  a 
faculty  club . 


The  meeting  was  adjourned  at  5:03  p.m.

MINUTES  OF  THE  FACULTY  SENATE 
September  26,  1967 

The  second  meeting  of  the  Faculty  Senate  drulng  the  1967-68 
session  was  held  on  September  26,  1967,  In  Olln  Auditorium,  begin- 
ning at  4:18  p.m.   Dr.  James  N.  Thurston,  President,  presided. 

After  the  minutes  of  the  August  meeting  were  approved  as  cir- 
culated, two  new  members  of  the  Senate  were  Introduced.   They  were 
H.  Brantley  (College  of  Education)  and  S.  F.  Hulbert  (College  of 
Engineering)  who  were  elected  to  complete  the  unexpired  terms  of, 
respectlvly,  H.  H.  McGarlty  and  R.  A.  Bannister.   Business  during 
the  remainder  of  the  meeting  consisted  of  reports,  first,  by 
President  Thurston  on  conferences  with  Dean  Victor  Hurst  and, 
second,  by  Committee  Chairmen  on  their  groups'  work. 

President  Thurston  reported  that  (1)  the  Faculty  Senate's 
proposal  to  make  Its  Immediate  past  president  a  member  of  the 
Honorary  Degree  Committee  has  been  approved,  (2)  the  policy  on 
work  load  will  be  written  by  Dean  Hurst,  sent  to  the  Faculty  Senate 
for  review,  and  Incorporated  In  the  Faculty  Manual,  (3)  the  possi- 
bility of  creating  a  Division  of  Freshman  Studies  Is  now  being  con- 
sidered by  the  Committee  on  Undergraduate  Teaching  which  will  co- 
operate with  the  Faculty  Senate's  Admissions  and  Scholarship  Com- 
mittee In  Its  study  of  the  same  proposal,  (4)  no  action  had  been 
taken  concerning  attendance  regulations,  (5)  the  twelve-month 
salary  option  was  elected  by  fewer  faculty  (40)  than  had  been  ex- 
pected (about  150),  (6)  the  Committee  on  Undergraduate  Teaching 
has  considered  the  evaluation  of  teachers  by  students  and  has 
recommended  that  reports  be  tabulated  and  given  only  to  the  instruc- 
tor concerned,  (7)  the  President  of  the  Faculty  Senate  and  several 
members  —  who  President  Thurston  thought  should  represent  the  areas 
of  English  and  Modern  Languages,  Science  and  Engineering,  and  Social 
Sciences  --  have  been  asked  by  Dean  Hurst  to  go  down  with  him  to 
the  Sumter  branch  in  October,  (8)  Dean  Hurst  emphasized  the  need  for 
seven-day  notice  for  out-of-state  travel,  (9)  Dean  Hurst  also  pointed 
out  the  October  7th  deadline  for  Honorary  Degree  nominations,  and 
(10)  information  on  "flu  shots"  would  be  available  shortly.   Follow- 
ing the  President's  report,  a  question  was  raised  by  W.  C.  Capel 
concerning  announcement  of  faculty  salaries. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Admissions  and  Scholarship  Committee,  R.  C. 
Harshman,  reported  that  the  possibility  of  eliminating  Saturday 
classes  and  the  question  of  changing  student  attendance  regulations 
are  being  considered  by  subcommittees,  but  that  nothing  had  yet  been 
done  concerning  either  the  validation  of  candidates  for  graduation 
(when  special  problems  have  arisen)  or  the  creation  of  a  Division  of 
Freshman  Studies. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Policies  Committee,  H.  G.  Dinwiddle,  re- 
viewed the  items  discussed  at  its  meeting  on  September  19»  1967. 
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Among  the  Items  were  (1)  the  size  and  rate  of  growth  of  the  Faculty 
Senate,  (2)  the  possibility  of  merging  the  Academic  Faculty  Senate 
and  the  Research  Faculty  Council,  (3)  the  proposal  that  the  past 
president  of  the  Faculty  Senate  serve  on  the  Honorary  Degree  Commit- 
tee, (4)  the  question  of  faculty  involvement  in  the  selection  of 
academic  administrators,  and  (5)  the  participation  of  faculty  in 
long-range  planning.  Action  on  the  third  item  was  delayed  until 
details  were  reviewed  of  last  year's  recommendation  and  Senate  action. 
The  first  and  second  items  were  referred  to  one  subcommittee  and  the 
fourth  item  to  another.  Also,  concerning  the  fourth  item,  the  Policies 
Committee  agreed  on  the  desirability  of  establishing  an  orderly  pro- 
cedure which  would  permit  faculty  participation  in  the  selection  of 
academic  administrators.  Before  drafting  such  a  recommendation, 
however,  the  committee  decided  to  ask  for  the  Faculty  Senate's  endorse- 
ment of  the  idea.   Their  request  was  presented  in  the  form  of  a  motion 
by  the  Chairman  and  was  accepted,  after  some  discussion,  through  a 
show  of  hands. 

The  meeting  was  adjourned  at  4:50  p.m.

On  Wednesday , January   10,   Dr.   Nolan   P.     jacobson    of  Winthrop 
College  will   speak  on  the  topic:      "Buddhism  and  the  Spirit   of  Modernism",     On 
Tuesday,    February  13,   Dr.   Elton  Trueblood  of  Earlham  College,    Richmond,    Indiana, 
will   speak  on  the  topic:      "Religion  and  the  Educated  Man".     The  concluding  lecture 
will  be  on  March  5,   and  will   be  given  by  Dr.    Lauren  Brubaker  of  the  University 
of  South  Carolina,   who  will   speak  on  the  subject  "The  Theology  of  Samuel   Becket". 
All    lectures  will  be  held  in  the   auditorium  of  the  Chemistry  Building  and  will 
begin  at   8:00  P.M.     They  are   sponsored  jointly  by  the   Department  of  Social 
Sciences   and  the  YMCA. 

Dr.   Ayers  holds  the  Ph.D.   from  Vanderbilt  University,   and  the  B.D.    from  Yale 
University.     From  1959  to  1964  he   was  head  of  the  Department   of  Philosophy 
and  Religion  of  the  University  of  Georgia.      He  has  published   in  the  field  of 
the  Philosophy  of  Religion,    and  held  a  number  of   offices    in  scholarly  organi- 
zations. 

Dr.   Jacobson  also  holds   the   B.D.    (Emory)    and  Ph.D.    (Chicago)   degrees,    and  has 
served  as  Chairman  of  the  Department   of  Philosophy  and  Religion   at  IVinthron 
since   1954.      lie  has  published  primarily  in  the   field  of  World  Religions,   his 
most   recent  book  being     Buddhism;   The   Religion  of  Analysis    (New  York:      Hu- 
manities  Press,    1966).      He   also  serves  as   the  director  of  the  Asian  Area 
Studies  Program  at  Winthrop  and  was   active  in  organizing  a  society  for  Asian 
Studies   in   South  Carolina.      In   1961-1962  he  spent  a  year  of  study   in   Rangoon 
at   the   International   Institute   for  Advanced   Buddhistic  Studies.      His  most  recent 
article   appeared  in  the  Hibbert  Journal,   Spring  1967,   and  is   entitled  "The 
Cultural  fleaning  of  Science". 

Dr.   Trueblood  is  a  prominent  Quaker  tlieologian  and  author.     His  earned  degrees 
are   from  Haverford,   Harvard  and  Johns  Hopkins    (Ph.D.),    and  he  has  been   awarded 
nine  honorary  doctorates.

Dr.    Brubaker  has   served  as  Professor  of  Religion   and  Chaplain  at  the  University 
of  South  Carolina   for  the  last   seventeen  years.

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SECOND  GENERAL   ENROLLMENT   PERIOD  FOR  MEDICARE 

Many  citizens  enrolled  prior  to  June   1,    1966,   in  one  or  both  of  the  in- 
surance programs  offered  under  MEDICARE.     Those  who  did  not    enroll   on 
time  will  be  provided  another  opportunity  to  enroll   during  the   last  three 
months  of  each  odd-numbered  year.     The  current   enrollment   period  will   con- 
tinue by  special  order  through  March  31,    1968,      If  any  Clemson  employee 
knows   someone  over  65  who  has  missed  this  medical  assistance  program,  please 
share  the  following  information  with  that  person  and  encourage  him  or  her 
to  file  an  application,   as   soon  as  possible.     Anyone  over  65  who  is   still 
working  is  eligible  for  MEDICARE,   regardless  of  the  amount  earned, 

A  person  who  reached  age  65  before  August   1   and  has  never  enrolled  for 
MEDICARE,    or  a  person  who  reached  65  before  August    1   and   enrolled  on  time 
for  basic  "Hospital   Insurance",   but  did  not    enroll   for  the   supplemental 
"Medical    Insurance"    ($3  per  mo,),   may  now  enroll   in  any  Social   Security 
office   for  basic  or  for  full  protection.      The  second  general  enrollment 
period  opened  on  October  1  and  will   close  on  Sunday,  March   31,     For  those 
vdio  are  enrolling  late,    coverage  will  not  begin  until  July  1,    1968,   and 
those  who  elect  the  supplemental  Medical    Insurance  must  pay  a  uenalty  of 
10%, 

Any  application  for  MEDICARE  must  be  considered  late  if  not  filed  "on  or 
before  the  last  day  of  the  third  calendar  month  after  the  month   in  which 
the  applicant   reaches   65,"     For  example,   a  person  whose  sixty-fifth  birth- 
day occurred   in  July  and  who  has  not   completed  enrollment   for  MEDICARE  is 
already  late.     On  the  contrary,    anyone  whose   sixty-fifth  birthday  occurred 
in  August    (1967)  will  not  be  considered   late  if  he  completes   and  files  an 
application  in  a  Social  Security  office  by  November  30,   and   if  he   elects 
"Medical   Insurance"  he  will  qualify  for  this   coverage  without  paying  the 
10%  penalty,      (No  prem.ium  is  now  being  charged  anyone  over  65  for  the 
basic  "Hospital   Insurance"  under  MEDICARE.) 

Citizens  who  become  65  before  January   1    (1968)    are   eligible   for  flEDICARE 
without   ever  having  worked  under  Social   Security,      However,   those  who  be- 
come 65  in  the  calendar  year  1968,   or  later,   will  be  required  to  have   credit 
for  some  quarters  of  coverage  under  Social  Security  to  be  eligible  for 
basic  Hospital   Insurance,     Check  with  your  Social  Security  office  on  the 
number  required,      (A  "quarter  of  coverage"   is  a  neriod  of  three  months  be- 
ginning with  January,   April,  July,   or  October  in  which  an   employee    is  paid 
$50  or  more, ) 

The  University  Personnel   Office   in  Tillman  Hall    (Ext.    365)   will   assist  any 
former  Clemson   employee  to  verify  the  dates   of  his  or  her  employment.     The 
nearest  Social   Security  Office    is   located  in  Anderson,   South  Carolina,   at 
114  West  Greenville  Street.      Applications   should  be   filed  there,   in  rterson, 
if  possible.

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MINUTES  OF  THE  FACULTY  SENATE 
October  2k,   I967 

The  third  meeting  of  the  Facility  Senate  during  the  I967-68  session  was  held  on 
October  2U,  I967,  in  Olin  Hall  Auditorium,  beginning  at  Url?  P.M.  Dr.  James  N. 
Thurston,  President,  presided. 

When  the  minutes  of  the  September  meeting  were  considered,  one  correction  and  one 
addition  were  made  concerning  the  summary  of  President  Thurston's  report.  In  item 
nine  the  deadline  for  Honorary  Degree  nominations  should  have  read  "October  1st" 
instead  of  October  7th  as  erroneously  recorded  by  the  secretary.  And  to  item  five 
which  states  that  "the  twelve-month  salary  option  was  elected  by  fewer  faculty  (Uo) 
than  had  been  expected  (about  I50),"  this  explanatory  clause  was  added:   'possibly 
because  the  plan  was  not  as  the  faculty  had  hoped. '  Otherwise,  the  minutes  were 
accepted  as  circulated. 

The  major  items  of  business  during  the  meeting  were  reports  by  President  Thurston 
and  by  Committee  Chairmen. 

President  Th\irston  reported  that  (l)  he  and  M.  S.  Steadman  visited  the  Sumter  branch 
of  Clemson  University  on  October  17th  and  l8th,  found  the  facilities  fine  indeed  (with 
some  superior  to  Clemson' s),  and  felt  the  faculty  there  was  doing  an  adequate  job  of 
preparing  students  for  their  last  two  years  at  a  senior  university,  (2)  he  represented 
Clemson  recently  at  the  inauguration  of  a  new  Chancellor  at  the  University  of  Denver, 
(3)  representation  of  the  Faculty  on  the  Honorary  Degree  Committee  by  the  President 
of  the  Faculty  Senate,  the  Past  President  of  the  Faculty  Senate,  and  the  President 
of  the  Research  Facility  Council — as  announced  earlier — is  not  permissible  under  the 
constitutional  by-laws  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and,  therefore,  the  representation 
for  this  year  will  consist  of  the  President  of  the  Faculty  Senate  and  two  members  of 
the  Senate  whom  he  has  asked  to  serve,  namely,  Miss  Harriet  Holman  and  J.  K.  Reed, 
(k)   Dean  Hurst  will  attempt  to  get  reports  of  the  University's  Standing  Committees 
printed  in  the  Newsletter,  (5)  on  the  academic  calendar  for  I968-69,  according  to 
Dean  Hurst,  Saturday  of  Homecoming  Weekend  will  be  shown  as  a  holiday,  (6)  "flu 
shots"  will  be  available  to  faculty  in  Room  1  of  the  Physics  building  on  October  26th, 
and  (7)  in  a  discussion  with  Dean  Hurst  it  was  agreed  that  the  "Rat"  System  is  dying 
and  that  no  Senate  action  concerning  it  is  necessary. 

The  report  of  the  Admissions  and  Scholarship  Committee  was  concerned  entirely  with 
faculty  evaluation.  R.  C.  Harshman,  Chairman  of  the  Committee,  reviewed  the  recommen- 
dation of  the  Committee  on  Undergraduate  Teaching  to  Dean  Hurst  which  reads,  in  part, 

Although  it  remains  to  be  demonstrated,  on  this  or  any  other  campus, 
that  faculty  evaluation  by  the  student  body  materially  improves  the 
quality  of  undergraduate  teaching;  it  has  been  demonstrated  that  the 
willingness  of  faculties  to  be  so  evaluated  improves  the  confidence 
of  student  bodies  in  the  competence  of  said  faculties,  and  opens 
channels  of  student- faculty  communication  which  can  be  (but  not  always 
are)  beneficial  to  the  academic  health  of  an  institution.  Therefore, 
the  Committee  on  Undergraduate  Teaching  recommends  that  a  system  .  .  . 
of  faculty-course  evaluation  be  initiated  and  implemented  at  Clemson 
University,  with  the  full  support  of  the  faculty  and  administration. 

The  results  of  such  evaluation  should  be  given  only  to  the  instructor 
concerned. 
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The  Committee  on  Admissions  and  Scholarships,  Dr.  Harshman  said,  recommended  that 
the  Faculty  Senate  approve  the  recommendations  of  the  Committee  on  Undergraduate 
Teaching  relative  to  Evaluation  of  Faculty  by  Students  vdth  the  following  reserva- 
tions :   (l)  the  system  he  re-evaluated  after  one  year  of  operation  and  (2)  the 
following  items  he  further  studied:   (a)  cost  of  preparing  the  evaluation,  (b) 
"security"  of  the  res\ilts,  and  (c)  ins\iring  that  only  students  currently  enrolled 
in  the  course  participate  in  the  evaluation.  Considerable  discussion  of  the 
proposal  followed  between  Dr.  Harshman  and  several  Senate  members,  among  them 
J.  P.  Winter,  J.  M.  WannamaJter ,  W.  C.  Capel,  and  J.  G.  Dinwiddle.  Questions  which 
were  raised  included  the  real  purpose  of  the  evaluation,  the  need  for  Senate  action, 
and  clarification  of  the  proposal  before  the  Senate.  The  recommendation  was  approved 
by  a  show  of  hands. 

J.  M.  Wannamaker,  Chairman  of  the  Welfare  Committee,  presented  a  series  of  three 
resolutions  to  the  Facility  Senate.  The  first  one  read  as  follows: 

The  Faculty  Senate  requests  that  the  administration  of  Clemson 
University  make  an  immediate  and  determined  effort  to  disassociate 
itself  from  practices,  policies,  and  procedures  which  discriminate, 
tend  to  discriminate,  or  might  be  interpreted  as  tending  to  dis- 
criminate between  the  sexes. 

Though  the  resolution  was  prompted  by  the  University's  refusal  of  housing  to  a 
female  faculty  member  whose  husband  is  not  associated  with  the  University,  it  was 
phrased  in  very  general  terms  so  that  it  would  cover  a  great  many  areas.  Dr. 
Wannamaker  said.   In  reply  to  various  questions.  Dr.  Wannamaker  indicated  that 
the  resolution  could  apply  to  students  as  well  as  faculty  and  to  females  and  males, 
both  student  and  faculty.  An  amendment  was  offered  by  R.  F.  Nowack,  restricting 
the  application  of  the  resolution  and  declaring,  "This  recommendation  pertains 
solely  to  faculty  and  faculty  affairs."  \'fhen   no  concensus  of  opinion  emerged  from 
the  discussion  that  followed,  a  motion  was  made  and  accepted  by  voice  vote  to 
table  the  question. 

The  second  resolution  prepared  by  the  Welfare  Committee  and  presented  by  the 
Chairman  was  the  following: 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  faculty  dining,  lounge,  and  recreation 

facilities  are  uniquely  deficient  at  Clemson  University,  the 

Faculty  Senate  requests  that  Clemson  University  provide  as  soon 

as  possible  facilities  for  a  complete  faculty  club  at  least  equal 

to  that  available  at  other  state  supported  universities  (e.g.,  U.S.C.). 

After  it  was  read.  President  Thurston  recalled  several  unsuccessful  attempts  which 
have  been  made  in  the  past  few  years  to  secure  a  faculty  club.  Others  also  made 
comments  indicating  support  of  the  proposal  and  it  was  passed  by  a  voice  vote 
without  opposition. 

As  a  third  resolution.  Dr.  Wannamaker  moved,  on  behalf  of  the  Welfare  Committee, 

That  the  administration  of  Clemson  University  take  immediate  steps 
to  provide  adequate  (both  qualitatively  and  quantitatively)  temporary 
faculty  parking  facilities  to  take  the  place  of  the  faxiulty  parking 
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behind  the  Physics  Building  which  has  been  lost  to  construction. 
It  is  suggested  that  parking  be  allowed  on  Palmetto  Boulevard  in 
front  of  the  new  library,  that  temporary  or  permanent  parking 
facilities  be  constructed  in  the  area  between  the  new  library 
and  Palmetto  Boulevard,  and  that  some  parking  space  be  provided 
for  Math,  English,  and  Physics  faculty  peirking  behind  and  on  the 
side  of  the  old  library  building. 

After  some  discussion,  this  resolution  was  approved  by  the  Senate  through  a  voice 
vote. 

In  an  effort  to  deal  with  at  least  one  aspect  of  the  larger  issue  covered  in  the 
first  resolution  which  had  been  tabled,  Dr.  Wannamaker  proposed  that  the  University 
explain  why  a  female  faculty  member  was  denied  housing  because  her  husband  was  not 
employed  by  the  University.  No  action  could  be  taken,  however,  because  a  request 
for  a  quorum  (after  several  Senators  had  left)  revealed  that  a  quorum  was  no  longer 
present. 

With  the  understanding  that  a  special  meeting  would  probably  be  called.  President 
Thurston  declared  the  regular  October  meeting  adjourned  at  5:25  P.M.

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MINUTES  OF  THE  FACULTY  SENATE 
October  31,  196? 

A  special  meeting  of  the  Facility  Senate  was  held  on  October  31>  19^7,  in  Olin  Hall 
Auditorium,  beginning  at  U:l8  P.M.  Dr.  James  N.  Thurston,  President,  presided. 

Since  the  minutes  of  the  regular  October  meeting  were  not  yet  completed,  consideration 
of  them  was  postponed  until  a  later  time.  Business  during  the  meeting  consisted  mainly 
of  reports  by  the  President  of  the  Faculty  Senate,  by  Chairmen  of  Senate  Committees,  and 
by  individual  Senators  who  are  members  of  University  Standing  Committees.   In  addition 
the  suggestion  that  an  expression  of  sympathy  be  sent  from  the  Senate  to  the  widow  of 
Dr.  Peter  Ccirodemos  was  considered.  And  several  items  were  recommended  from  the  floor 
for  study  by  the  Senate. 

President  Thurston's  report  was  relatively  brief,  covering  three  items.  First,  he  said 
he  had  passed  on  to  Dean  Hurst  in  the  prescribed  foim(on  a  separate  sheet,  signed)  the 
three  resolutions  approved  by  the  Faculty  Senate  at  its  regular  meeting  on  October  2Uth. 
In  addition,  he  wrote  a  letter  to  Dean  Hurst,  explaining  what  was  done  at  the  meeting 
and  reviewing,  in  particular,  the  practical  problems  which  had  fostered  the  Welfare 
Committee's  proposal  (tabled  by  the  Senate)  concerning  non-discrimination  on  the  basis 
of  sex.   Second,  President  Thurston  reported  his  effort  to  determine  whether  or  not  a 
long-range  planning  committee  existed  at  Clemson  led  him  to  Wright  Bryan,  Vice-President 
for  Development.  According  to  Mr.  Bryan,  there  is  a  Building  Planning  Committee  at 
Clemson  which  consists  of  the  vice-presidents  and  others  and  which  discusses  needs  as 
they  arise  and  consults  with  the  specific  department  heads  involved.   Third,  President 
Thurston  said,  since  representation  of  the  Faculty  on  the  Honorary  Degree  Committee  by 
the  President  of  the  Faculty  Research  Co\incil  is  not  permissible  vmder  the  constitutional 
by-laws  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  he  felt  a  motion  was  in  order  recommending  a  change  in 
the  by-laws.  It  was  decided  that  such  a  motion  should  be  prepared  after  contact  with  the 
Research  Facility  Council  and  an  Ad  Hoc  Committee  was  appointed,  consisting  of  J.  B. 
Whitney,  Jr.   (Chairman),  L.  D.  Huff,  and  H.  Brantley. 

The  only  committee  of  the  Faculty  Senate  having  business  to  report  was  the  Policies 
Committee,  J.  G.  Dinwiddie,  Chairman,  said  that  it  had  considered,  amiong  other  items, 
(l)  the  size  and  rate  of  growth  of  the  Faculty  Senate,  (2)  the  possibility  of  merging 
the  Academic  Faculty  Senate  and  the  Research  Faculty  Council,  and  (S)  the  suspension  of 
classes  on  Homecoming  Day  after  the  academic  calendar  had  been  established  for  the  year. 
A  review  of  the  records  revealed  that  in  the  recent  past  the  Faculty  Senate  had  devoted 
considerable  time  to  each  of  the  first  two  questions.  On  September  2,  I965,  the  size 
and  rate  of  growth  of  the  Senate  was  considered  and  a  decision  was  made  to  postpone 
action  until  Senate  membership  approached  fifty.  After  a  great  deal  of  committee  work, 
a  proposal  to  merge  the  Senate  and  Council  was  rejected  on  April  lU,  196U.  Therefore, 
unless  there  is  some  indication  that  the  Senate's  thinking  is  now  different  from  that 
expressed  in  I96U  and  I965,  the  Policies  Committee  is  reluctant  at  this  time  to 
reinvestigate  these  questions  in  the  detail  necessary  to  bring  proposals  before  the 
Senate.  The  third  matter — the  suspension  of  classes  on  Homecoming  Day  after  the  academic 
calendar  had  been  established  for  the  year — has  become  a  sore  spot  with  the  faculty. 
It  is  especially  irritating.  Dr.  Dinwiddie  said,  since  the  Senate's  request  last  year 
that  this  day  be  established  in  advance  as  a  holiday  was  rejected.  However,  the  request 
may  have  had  some  delayed  effect,  for  Dean  Hurst  has  told  President  Thurston  that  next 
year  Saturday  of  Homecoming  Weekend  will  be  listed  as  a  holiday  on  the  academic  calendar. 
Therefore,  Dr.  Dinwiddie  concluded,  though  the  Senate  was  dissatisfied  with  the  way  the 
matter  was  handled,  there  seems  to  be  no  need  for  further  action  at  this  time. 
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Very  "brief  reports  on  the  activities  of  the  various  Standing  Conmiittees  of  the  University 
were  made  "by  members  of  the  Faculty  Senate  serving  on  them.  The  names  of  the  committees 
and  the  Senators  reporting  were  (l)  Admissions,  V.  S.  Hodges,  (2)  Archives,  Raraeth  Owens, 
(3)  Faculty  Basic  Research,  S.  M.  Lukawecki,  (k)   Curriculum,  J.  N.  Thurston,  (5)  Fine 
Arts,  M.  S.  Steadman,  (6)  Graduate  Council,  Harriet  Holman,  (7)  Honors  and  Awards,  Eugene 
Park,  (8)  Improvement  of  Undergraduate  Teaching,  J.  B.  Whitney,  (9)  Library,  J.  D.  Antrim, 
and  (10)  Schedules,  R.  F.  Nowack.  A  report  from  the  Patent  Committee  will  be  presented  at 
a  later  meeting.  And,  since  no  Senator  present  is  a  member  of  the  Honors  Committee,  no 
report  was  available  on  its  activities.  Most  committees,  it  was  indicated,  have  had 
several  meetings  and  the  minutes  of  those  meetings  will  be  appearing  shortly  in  the 
Newsletter .  In  addition  to  these  brief  reports  a  lengthy  one  was  made  by  J.  D.  Antrim 
who  is  the  Faculty  Senate  Representative  on  the  University  Parking  and  Traffic  Control 
Committee.  Dr.  Antrim  reported,  among  other  things,  that  (l)  according  to  the  Security 
Division's  count,  no  loss  in  the  number  of  parking  places  was  suffered  when  those  behind 
the  Physics  Bxiilding  were  blocked  off,  for  others  to  replace  them  were  made  available 
nearby,  (2)  the  barricade  behind  the  old  library  will  probably  remain  there,  (3)  that 
new  parking  stickers  to  replace  faded  ones  are  on  order  and  should  arrive  soon,  and  {k) 
that  the  committee  recommended  writing  a  letter  to  President  Edwards,  urging  long-range 
planning  of  parking  facilities.  In  reply  to  a  question  about  provisions  for  short-term 
parking  around  campus.  Dr.  Antrim  said  that  timed  spaces  are  for  short-term  parking  and 
that  a  sizeable  number  of  them  have  been  created. 

When  the  suggestion  was  considered  that  an  expression  of  sympathy  be  sent  from  the  Senate 
to  the  widow  of  Dr.  Peter  Carodemos  (Professor  Emeritus  of  Chemistry),  it  was  pointed  out 
that  Leonard  Booker  had  also  died  recently.  Therefore,  the  proposal  was  expanded  and  the 
Senate  by  voice  vote  agreed  that  President  Thurston,  on  behalf  of  the  Senate,  should 
express  condolence  to  Mrs.  Carodemos  and  Mrs.  Booker. 

Near  the  end  of  the  meeting  several  questions  were  raised.  J.  V.  Reel  asked  about 
April  notification  of  salaries.   Since  no  information  had  yet  been  received.  President 
Thxirston  said  he  would  write  a  letter  to  Dean  Hurst  about  it.  The  possibility  of  securing 
limousine  service  to  and  from  the  airport  was  suggested  by  J.  D.  Antrim  as  a  means  of 
relieving  pressure  on  the  car  pool.  Harriet  Holman  suggested  that  simplification  of 
bookkeeping  might  also  relieve  pressure  on  the  car  pool  by  allowing  reimbursement  to 
persons  using  their  own  autos.  A  question  about  the  scheduling  of  football  games  was 
raised  by  S.  F.  Hiilbert  who  \irged  that  they  be  arranged  on  a  "home  and  home"  basis, 
especially  with  Georgia  Tech. 

The  meeting  was  adjourned  at  5:15  P.M.

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MINUTES  OF  THE  FACULTY  SENATE 
November  lU,  1967 

The  Faculty  Senate  met  for  a  regular  monthly  session  on  November  Ik,   19^7 ,  in 
Olin  Hall  Auditorium,  beginning  at  U:20  p.m.  President  James  N.  Thurston 
presided. 

Consideration  of  the  minutes  of  the  two  previous  meetings  evolved  into  a 
discussion  of  minutes  in  general  and  their  coverage.  After  a  variety  of 
opinions  were  expressed  and  suggestions  made,  it  was  proposed  that  full  minutes 
be  kept  for  the  Faculty  Senate  Record  and  condensed  ones  for  the  Newsletter. 
This  was  defeated  by  a  show  of  hands.  With  minor  corrections  the  minutes  for 
the  meetings  of  October  2k   and  31 j  19^7 ,  were  approved  as  circulated,  for  both 
the  Faculty  Senate  Record  and  publication. 

Major  items  of  business  during  the  session  were  reports  from  the  Ad  Hoc  Committee 
on  composition  of  the  Honorary  Degree  Committee,  from  the  Policies  Committee,  and 
on  a  meeting  of  the  Educational  Council. 

Reporting  on  the  work  of  the  Ad  Hoc  Committee  on  the  composition  of  the  Honore^-y 
Degree  Committee,  John  B.  Whitney,  Jr.,  Chairman,  presented  a  resolution  for 
adoption  and  transmittal  to  the  Board  of  Trustees.  It  proposed  tnat  faculty 
membership  on  the  Honorary  Degree  Committee  in  the  future  include  the  President 
of  the  Faculty  Senate,  the  Chairman  of  the  Research  Faculty  Council,  and  the  Past 
President  of  the  Faculty  Senate;  it  also  outlined  procedure  by  which  a  replacement 
would  be  selected  if  the  Past  President  of  the  Faculty  Senate  were  no  longer 
associated  with  the  university.   The  resolution  was  accepted  by  voice  vote. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Policies  Committee,  J.  G.  Dinwiddle,  reviewed  tne  committee's 
work  and  presented  a  resolution  that  the  Faculty  Senate  recommend  to  the  adminis- 
tration of  Clemson  University  the  establishment  of  procedures  which  would  involve 
academic  faculty  in  the  future  selection  of  academic  administrators.  He  emphasized 
that  what  was  being  proposed  was  the  principle  of  involvement,  not  the  procedures. 
Following  some  discussion,  the  recommendation  was  accepted  by  voice  vote. 

Transactions  of  the  Educational.  Council  at  a  recent  meeting  were  reported  by 
President  Thurston  and  a  proposal  from  the  Council  about  graduate  record  exami- 
nations was  presented  to  the  Faculty  Senate.   It  was  recommended  that  "effective 
in  the  I968-69  academic  year,  the  GRE  no  longer  be  given  as  a  university  insti- 
tutional test  but  rather  that  it  be  given  by  the  colleges  and  schools,  or  by 
their  departments,  as  recommended  by  the  Dean  of  the  University  upon  the  advice 
of  the  Academic  Deans."  After  several  questions  were  raised  about  the  purpose 
of  the  examination  and  its  advantage  to  the  student,  the  resolution  was  passed 
by  voice  vote. 

A  resolution  was  presented  from  the  floor  on  behalf  of  the  Chemistry  Department, 
requesting  the  Faculty  Senate  to  "express  its  opposition  to  the  practice  of 
changing  the  academic  calendar  long  after  the  calendar  has  been  established  .... 
The  changing  of  schedules  and  the  cancelling  of  lectures  and  laboratories  on  short 
notice,  particularly  late  in  the  semester,  has  a  deleterious  effect  on  the  academic 
program  and,  if  nothing  else,  is  a  source  of  exasperation  and  irritation  to  the 
faculty."  The  resolution  was  approved  unanimously  by  the  Senate. 
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The  remaining  items  of  business  were  (l)  a  report  ("by  letter)  from  J.  D.  Antrim 
on  the  library  at  Greenville  TEC,  (2)  an  announcement  from  the  Welfare  Committee 
of  the  possibility  of  scheduled  exercise  for  faculty,  both  men  eind  women,  (3) 
a  question  about  April  notification  of  salaries,  and  (U)  a  siiggestion  that  get 
well  wishes  be  sent  to  Henry  Hill. 

The  meeting  was  adjourned  at  5:13  p.m.

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UNIVERSITY  POLICY   STATEMENT 


The  following  university  policy  statement  has  been  adopted  relating  to  deiron- 
strations  in  connection  t^ith  college  placement  activities: 

College  placement   is   concerned  with  those  aspects   of  the  student's   de- 
velopment which  deal  with  his   establishing  of   an  optimum  career.      In  OA/^er  a 
half -century  of  operation  on  the   campus,   college  placem.ent  has  come  to  repre- 
sent the  cooperative  efforts  of  higher  education  and  all  types   of  employers 
including  those  from  business,  education,   government,   and  industry. 

The  final  step  in  the   college  placement  process   is  the  student's   dis- 
cussion of  career  interests  with  representatives   of  employing  firms  and 
agencies.      It  is  important  to  tlie   integrity  of  the  program  that  such  inter- 
views be  conducted  on  the   campus   and  as  a  responsibility  of  the  institution. 

Several  hundred  employers  from  business,   education,   government,  and 
industry  visit  college  campuses  annually  to  recruit.     So  great  is  the  demand 
that  interview  schedules  are  usually  arranged  a  year  in  advance.      To  disrupt 
these  schedules  is   to  jeopardize  the   opportunities   of  countless  students 
whose  career  decisions   are  developed  in  the  personal  interview. 

Recently,   small  minority  groups  on  a  few  campuses  have  obstructed  the 
conducting  of  interviews  by  certain  organizations  for  reasons   sufficient 
only  to  the  demonstrators.     The  result  has  been  the  disruption  not  only  of 
the  target   interviews  but  of  those  being  conducted  by  other  employers  in  the 
placement  office  at  the  same  time. 

Clemson  University  recognizes   the  right  of  students  to  dissent;   it  be- 
lieves also  that  the  parallel  obligation  to  respect  the  rights   of  others 
nust  be  maintained.     Therefore,   the  University  administration  will  not  permit 
or  tolerate  any  action,   conduct  or  behavior  on  campus  by  any  person  which 
tends  to  impede,   obstruct  or  threaten  the  rights   of  students  for  on-campus 
interviews  with  prospective  employers.     V^iolation  of  this  policy  may  result 
in  severe  institutional  penalties  or  penalties   assessed  by  civil  authorities.

GIFTS  IN  KIND  —  POLICY  ON  ACCEPTANCE 

The  following  policy  on  the  acceptance  of  gifts  in  kind  offered  to  the 
University  has  been  approved  by  President  Edwards  on  the  recommendation  of 
Executive  Officers: 

"Acceptance  of  gifts  in  kind  offered  to  the  University,  or  its 
several  instrumentalities,  may  be  accepted  only  by  the  vice 
president  in  charge  of  the  area  of  the  University  to  which  the 
gift  is  tendered,  or  the  President  of  the  University.   Decision 
may  be  requested  of  the  Executive  Officers  if  desired.   Acceptances 
shall  be  limited  to  those  gifts  that  are  meaningful  to  the  edu- 
cational purposes,  historical  significance,  or  cultural  develop- 
ment of  the  institution.   No  monetary  evaluation  of  gifts  accepted 
will  be  made  by  the  University  or  any  of  its  personnel." 


DEVELOPMENT  AND  SELECTION  PROCEDURES  FOR  CLEMSON  UNIVERSITY  SCHOLARSHIPS 

In  order  to  clarify  and  coordinate  the  numerous  activities  related  to  Clemson 
University's  expanding  program  of  scholarship  aid  to  undergraduate  students 
the  following  procedures  have  been  approved  by  the  Educational  Council,     They 
are  divided  into  two  sections.     The  first  has  to  do  with  matters  related  to 
our  continuing  efforts  to  provide  more  scholarship  aid  for  Clemson  students. 
The  second  section  establishes  minimum  uniform  standards  for  selecting  scholar- 
ship recipients. 

I,     Development  Procedures 

Clemson  University  needs  and  seeks  to  encourage  the  development  of  as  much 
scholarship  aid  as  possible  for  its  undergraduates.     Funds  are  constantly 
needed  to  provide  scholarships  for  worthy  students.     The  University  encourages 
the  active  assistance  of  its  faculty,   staff,   alumni,  and  friends   in  suggesting 
the  names  of  potential  donors  of  scholarship  funds. 

In  order  that  all  efforts   in  this  direction  may  be  better  coordinated  the 
following  procedures  are  established: 

1,  The  University  Honors  and  Awards  Committee  after  consultation  with 
appropriate  University  personnel  shall  prepare  a  standard  scholarship 
agreement  for  use  between  a  potential  donor  and  the  University, 

2,  After  they  have  received  the  approval  of  the  Honors   and  Awards  Com- 
mittee and  the  Dean  of  the  College  or  School  concerned,   the  Committee 
shall  receive  all  proposed  scholarship  agreements  from  faculty,   staff, 
and  others   responsible  for  their  development  and  shall  send  such  a- 
greements  with  their  recommendations  to  the  Vice-President  for  Aca- 
demic Affairs  who  shall  transmit  them  to  the  Vice-President  for 
Business   and  Finance  for  his  signature, 

3,  All  persons  instrumental  in  the  development  of  scholarships   are  re- 
quested to  keep  the  Chairman  of  the  University  Honors   and  Awards 
Committee  advised  of  their  activities,   and  under  no  circumstances 
is  anyone  authorized  to  commit  the  University  to  any  scholarship 
agreement  --  written  or  verbal  --  prior  to  formal  approval  by  the 
proper  University  authorities. 

In  seeking  funds  for  scholarships  Clemson  University  recognizes  that  the  wishes 
and  recommendations  of   the  potential  donor  must  be  carefully  considered.     When, 
however,   there  is  an  opportunity  for  the  person  representing  the  University  to 
make  appropriate  suggestions,   or  if  he   is   asked  what  the  wishes   of  the  Uni- 
versity are,   the  following  guidelines  are  given: 

1.  The  best  scholarship  aid  is   that  which  is   least  restricted.     The 
unrestricted  scholarship  gives   the  University  a  flexibility  which 
enables   it  to  meet  changing  needs   and  conditions. 

2.  First  preference  should  be   given  to  University-wide  scholarships. 

3.  Second  preference  should  he   given  to  scholarships   restricted  to  stu- 
dents  studying  in  a  particular  College  or  School   of  the  University. 

4.  Third  preference  should  be   given  to  scholarships   restricted  to  stu- 
dents studying  in   a  particular  department  or  curriculum  of  the 
University. 
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5,     Potential  donors  should  be  discreetly  discouraged,  when  possible, 
from  restricting  their  scholarship  aid  more  than  by  one  of  the 
three  categories  mentioned  above, 

II,     Selection  Procedures 

In  order  to  establish  a  uniform  policy  for  awarding  Clemson  University  scholar- 
ships the  following  policies  are  adopted, 

1,  All  entering  freshmen  being  considered  for  a  scholarship  awarded 
by  the  University  must  have  a  mininum  predicted  grade-point  ratio 
of  2,0, 

2,  Students  already  enrolled  in  the  University  who  are  being  con- 
sidered for  a  scholarship  must  have  a  minimum  cumulative  grade- 
point  ratio  of  2,0. 

3,  Copies  of  all  contracts  between  the  University  and  the  donors  of 
scholarships  shall  be  kept  in  the  Office  of  Student  Financial  Aid. 

4,  It  shall  be  the  responsibility  of  the  University  Honors  and  Awards 
Committee  acting  through  its  Chairman  and  its  Secretary,  who  for 
these  purposes  shall  be  the  Supervisor  of  Student  Financial  Aid, 

to  insure  that  the  University  is  observing  the  terms  of  the  written 
contract  with  the  donor  of  each  scholarship.      (In  those  instances 
in  which  the  contract  with  the  donor  needs  to  be  revised,   the 
University  Honors  and  Awards  Committee  shall  recommend  to  the 
proper  University  authorities  that  a  revision  be  initiated.) 

5,  The  University  Honors  and  Awards  Committee  shall  coordinate  the 
selection  of  recipients  of  all  Clemson  University  administered 
academic  scholarships,   shall  notify  the  recipient  and  the  donor 
of  each  selection,   and  shall  distribute  the  appropriate  scholar- 
ship stipends  to  the  respective  recipients. 

6,  All  nominations  for  University  awarded  scholarships  shall  be 
sent  to  the  University  Honors   and  Awards  Committee  for  con- 
currence.    Ordinarily  concurrence  involves  only  the  assurance 
that  University-wide  policies  and  procedures  are  being  followed. 
In  those  instances  when  the  Committee  does  not  concur,   the  nom- 
inations shall  be  returned  to  the  person  or  group  which  initiated 
them,   the  reasons  for  non-concurrence  shall  be  given,   and  new 
nominations  shall  be  requested, 

7,  No  person  shall  be  notified  that  he  has  been  awarded  a  scholar- 
ship from  Clemson  University  before  his  nomination  has  been 
cleared  through  the  University  Honors  and  Awards  Committee 
according  to  the  above  procedures.

MINUTES  OF  THE  FACULTY  SENATE 
December  5,  19^7 

The  Fatculty  Senate  met  for  a  regular  monthly  session  on  December  5j  19^7,  in  Olin 
Hall  Auditoriiim,  beginning  at  U:17  P.M.   President  James  N.  Thurston  presided. 
Business  during  the  meeting  consisted  mainly  of  reports  "by  the  President  and  several 
committee  chairmen.  In  addition,  the  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  were  considered 
and  approved  as  circulated. 

In  his  report  President  Thurston  touched  on  several  topics,  including  April  notification 
of  salaries,  university  housing,  a  faculty  club,  and  recent  appointments.  He  reviewed 
his  discussion  with  Dean  Hurst  concerning  salaries  and  housing.  It  would  not  be  possible 
for  two  reasons,  Dean  Hurst,  said,  to  notify  faculty  in  April  of  salaries  for  the 
forthcoming  year:   (l)  because  of  the  date  of  adjournment  of  the  state  legislature  and 
(2)  because  of  the  need  for  approval  by  the  university's  Board  of  Trustees  and  by  the 
Budget  and  Control  Board.  The  policy  on  university  housing.  Dean  Hurst  stated,  is 
that  neither  a  female  faculty  member  nor  a  female  student  who  is  married  qualifies. 
During  his  meeting  with  Dean  Hurst  President  Thurston  said  the  question  of  the  liability 
of  faculty  in  case  of  accidents  was  raised  and  that  the  subject  of  a  faculty  club  was 
discussed.  The  forthcoming  Student  Union  building  will  have  space  for  a  faculty  club 
and  there  still  is  time  to  incorporate  the  faculty's  ideas  into  the  plans.  In  con- 
clusion. President  Thurston  announced  the  appointments  of  D.  W.  Bradbury  to  the  Traffic 
and  Control  Committee,  replacing  J.  D.  Antrim  who  is  going  on  leave,  and  of  R.  F.  Nowack 
to  a  special  committee  to  study  library  check-out  methods.  He  then  recognized  D.  W. 
Bradbury  who  reviewed  recent  work  of  the  standing  Committee  on  Patents. 

The  only  committee  of  the  Senate  having  business  to  report  was  the  Welfare  Comomittee. 
Chairman  J.  M.  Wannamaker  said  that  Otis  Nelson  is  working  on  a  program  of  scheduled 
exercise  for  the  faculty  and  hopes  to  have  information  on  it  for  next  semester.  The 
scheduled  exercises  are  to  be  independent  of  the  YMCA  program  and  will  be  arranged 
sometime  between  the  hours  of  eleven  and  three. 

President  Thurston  reported  that  several  things  had  been  brought  to  his  attention  for 
study  by  the  Scholarship  and  Admissions  Committee.  Among  these  are  (l)  the  possibility 
of  raising  the  grade-point  requirement  for  senior  standing  above  the  present  1.7  since 
the  requirement  for  graduation  in  I968-69  will  be  2.0,  (2)  the  matter  of  schediiling 
quizzes  and  examinations  at  unauthorized  times,  (3)  the  need  for  clarifjd.ng  readmissions 
policies,  and  (U)  the  possibility  of  extending  representation  on  the  Faculty  Senate  to 
the  administration. 

After  the  date  for  the  next  session  of  the  Faculty  Senate  was  announced  for  January  23, 
1968,  the  December  meeting  was  adjourned  at  5:05  P.M.

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NDEA  SUMMER  INSTITUTE  IN  INDUSTRIAL  EDUCATION 

The  Department  of  Industrial  Education  at  Clemson  University,  in  cooperation 
with  the  United  States  Office  of  Education,  will  host  its  second  advanced  insti- 
tute for  25  industrial  arts  teachers  from  June  24  through  August  2,   1968.     Par- 
ticipants for  the  institute  will  be  drawn  from  the  ten  Southeastern  states.

U.  S.  Jones,  Chairman  of  Policy  Committee,  reported  that  the  committee  had 
met  twice  during  the  past  month  and  that  a  statement  concerning  Guidelines 
for  Classified  Contract  Research  would  be  presented  at  the  March  meeting  of 
the  Council. 

The  following  resolution  was  approved  by  the  Council: 

The  Research  Faculty  Council  recommends  that  the  University 
make   dormitory  facilities  available  for  all  graduate  students 
who  find  it  necessary  to  remain  on  campus  during  holidays. 

Considerable  discussion  was  held  concerning  the  proposed  Faculty  Club.   A.  S. 
Tombes  and  S.  F.  Hulbert  requested  that  each  council  member  canvass  the  faculty 
members  which  they  represent  as  to  their  "vd-shes  concerning  a  Faculty  Club  at 
Clemson  University. 

The  meeting  was  adjourned  at  5:20  p.m.

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MINUTES  OF  THE  FACULTY  SENATE 
January  23,  I968 

The  Ff;.culty  Senate  met  for  a  regular  monthly  session  on  January  23,  1968,  in 
Olin  Hall  A\iditori\iin  with  President  James  N.  Thurston  presiding.   Though  the 
meeting  had  been  scheduled  for  U:15,  it  could  not  be  called  to  order  until  a 
quorum  was  reached  at  U:37  p.m.   Business  during  the  meeting  consisted  of 
consideration  of  the  minutes,  reports  by  the  President  and  the  chairman  of  the 
Policies  Committee,  and  questions  from  the  floor. 

V7ith  minor  corrections  the  minutes  of  the  meeting  on  December  5,  19^7,  were 
approved  as  circulated. 

President  Thurston's  report  was  lengthy,  covering  announcements,  discussions 
with  Dean  Hurst,  and  items  for  action  by  the  Senate.   President  Thurston 
announced  the  formation  of  a  Committee  on  the  Faculty  Club,  consisting  of  four 
members,  S.  M.  Lukawecki  and  R.  T.  Keep  from  the  Faculty  Senate  and  A.  S.  Tombes 
and  S.  F.  Hulbert  from  the  Research  Faculty  Council.   He  also  announced  the 
approval  by  President  Edwards  of  a  Speakers '  Bureau  which  had  been  proposed  by 
students.   President  Edwards  had  asked  him,  as  President  of  the  Faculty  Senate, 
to  appoint  for  staggered  terms  on  the  Bureau  two  faculty  members  and  one  repre- 
sentative from  the  administrative  staff.   President  Thurston  called  attention 
to  the  article  in  The  Tiger  on  employment  placement  and  clarified  a  point  con- 
cerning right  of  attendance  at  sessions  of  the  Faculty  Senate.  According  to 
the  Senate's  Constitution,  he  said,  only  academic  faculty  may  a,ttend  without 
special  invitation;  meetings  are  not  open  to  the  administration  as  reported 
recently  in  The  Tiger.   He  then  reviewed  his  discussions  with  Dean  Hurst.   He 
reported  (l)  that  Dean  Hurst  recognized  the  occasional  need  for  car  rentals  but 
felt  they  should  be  avoided  if  possible,  (2)  that  Dean  Hurst,  in  response  to 
students'  request,  has  agreed  to  another  discussion  between  faculty  and  students 
of  attendance  regulations  and  asked  for  the  appointment  of  a  representative  from 
the  Senate,  (3)  that  a  study  is  being  made  to  determine  dormitory  and  food  service 
needs  during  holidays,  especially  of  graduate  and  foreign  students,  (U)  that  there 
was  no  additional  information  available  on  the  sheltered  annuities  program,  and 
(5)  that  Dean  Hurst  was  receptive  to  the  Senate's  recommendation  for  establishing 
procedures  involving  academic  faculty  in  the  future  selection  of  academic  adminis- 
trators, when  he  understood  that  the  faculty's  wishes  would  be  advisory  instead 
of  compulsory.   So  that  the  Arts  and  Sciences  faculty  might  participate  in  the 
selection  of  a  dean  to  replace  Dr.  H.  L.  Hunter  upon  his  retirement.  Dean  Hurst 
asked  that  a  general  procedure  be  worked  out  soon. 

The  first  of  two  items  presented  by  President  Thurston  for  Senate  action  was  the 
election  of  a  replacement  for  J.  D.  Antrim  on  the  Committee  of  Committees.  D.  W. 
Bradbury  from  the  School  of  Engineering  was  chosen  by  acclamation.   The  other  item 
was  a  request  from  the  administration  to  consider  changing  the  date  of  approving 
candidates  for  graduation  in  order  to  allow  the  Registrar's  Office  more  time  for 
preparing  graduation  lists.   A  motion  was  made  from  the  floor  to  shift  the 
responsibility  of  approving  candidates  for  graduation  from  the  general  faculty  to 
the  faculty  of  individual  schools  and  colleges.  After  much  discussion  the  motion 
was  passed.   However,  a  subsequent  motion  to  recommend  elimination  of  the  General 
Faculty  meeting  at  semester's  end  was  defeated. 
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None  of  the  committees  had  business  to  report.   However,  J.  G.  Din-v/iddie,  Chairman 
of  the  Policies  Committee,  called  attention  to  the  fluctuating  length  of  semesters 
at  Clemson  since  19^3 .   The  length  varied  from  a  low  of  8U  actual  class  days  to  91. 
Erirlier,  he  recalled,  the  number  had  been  9^-   Decisions  of  this  kind,  involving 
a  reduction  of  profess or- student  contact  time,  ought  to  involve  the  faculty,  he  felt. 

Just  before  the  meeting  was  adjourned,  one  question  was  raised  concerning  faculty 
evaluation.   No  one  seemed  to  know  anything  about  it.

BUDGET  BUREAU  ASKS  AGENCIES  TO  CUT  BACK  TRAVEL  ABROAD  BY  25% 

All  Federal  agencies  have  been  asked  by  the  Budget  Bureau  to  submit  by 
March  15  their  overseas  travel  plans  through  Fiscal  Year  1969.   "Each  agency 
head  should  take  as  his  objective  a  reduction  of  25  percent"  in  overseas 
travel,  a  Budget  Bureau  bulletin  states.   The  action  is  in  response  to  Ad- 
ministrative efforts  to  minimize  the  balance  of  payments  problem. 

The  Budget  Bureau  said  the  government-wide  step  "covers  all  travel  out- 
side the  United  States  and  its  territories,  including  travel  to  and  from 
Canada  and  Mexico." 

"Particular  attention  will  be  given  to  international  conferences  over- 
seas and  to  attendance  at  other  meetings  abroad,"  Budget  Bureau  Director 
Charles  J.  Zwick  said.   "Agency  heads  will  take  additional  appropriate  steps 
to  restrict  overseas  travel  by  persons  under  contracts  with  or  grants  from 
their  agencies." 

Although  it  is  up  to  the  individual  agencies  to  work  out  the  details  of 
the  new  restrictions,  travel  funds  to  scholars,  scientists  and  other  members 
of  the  academic  community  definitely  will  be  affected. 

In  his  bulletin  to  all  agency  heads,  Zwick  said  each  agency  should  take 
the  following  measures:   (a)  tighter  controls  over  travel  authorizations,  in- 
cluding screening  of  overseas  trips  by  appropriately  high  echelons  of  manage- 
ment; (b)  designation  of  a  central  point  for  information,  planning,  and 
monitoring  of  overseas  travel;  (c)  reduced  attendance  at  meetings  abroad;  (d) 
greater  use  of  more  rapid  transportation  and  other  steps  to  avoid  loss  of  time 
enroute;  (e)  greater  use  of  less-than-f irst-class  accommodations;  (f)  greater 
use  of  American  carriers;  and  (g)  maximum  use  of  excess  foreign  currencies. 
Countries  whose  currencies  have  been  designated  as  excess  for  1967,  1968,  and 
1969  are  Burma,  Ceylon,  Congo  (Kinshasa)  (1967  and  1968  only),  Guinea,  India, 
Israel,  Pakistan,  Poland,  Tunisia,  United  Arab  Republic  (Egypt),  and  Yugoslavia.

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MALE  GRAD  ENROLLMENT  EXPECTED  TO  DROP  70%,  SCHOOL  SURVEY  FINDS 

As  it  now  stands,  the  draft  law  will  cause  a  70  percent  drop  in  the  enter- 
ing male  enrollment  in  full-time  graduate  schools  next  year,  according  to  a  sur- 
vey released  March  14  by  the  Scientific  Manpower  Commission  and  the  Council  of 
Graduate  Schools  in  the  United  States.   At  a  Washington  news  conference,  spokes- 
men for  the  two  organizations  also  predicted  colleges  and  universities  will  find 
it  necessary  this  summer  to  restrict  undergraduate  enrollment  in  the  fall  because 
of  a  shortage  of  graduate  teaching  assistants. 

The  survey,  which  covered  122  CGS  member  institutions  in  48  states,  found 
that  total  enrollment  -  male  and  female  -  will  fall  50  percent  in  the  first- 
year  class,  and  33  percent  in  the  class  of  full-time  second-year  graduate  stu- 
dents.  The  proportion  of  women  in  the  first-year  graduate  class  is  expected 
to  exceed  50  percent  for  the  first  time  since  World  War  II. 

Betty  M.  Vetter,  SMC  executive  director,  and  Gustave  0.  Arlt,  CGS  presi- 
dent, told  reporters  that,  while  it  cannot  yet  be  predicted  with  precision, 
about  20  percent  of  freshman  applicants  for  college  next  fall  probably  will 
have  to  be  turned  away  because  of  lack  of  graduate-student  teachers.  A  few 
years  later,  they  said,  impact  of  the  draft  law  will  be  felt  by  industry,  ele- 
mentary and  secondary  schools,  government,  and  other  users  of  graduate-level 
manpower. 

The  survey  found  that  the  disciplines  of  physics  and  engineering  will  be 
the  hardest  hit  in  the  sciences,  with  first-year  classes  down  64  and  62  per- 
cent.  "Law  schools  can  be  expected  to  take  a  similar  cut,"  the  report  states. 
The  report  adds  that  the  1968-69  second-year  class  in  graduate  school  will  be 
only  77  percent  of  the  class  that  would  have  been  expected  if  the  draft  rules 
had  not  intervened.   The  male  portion  of  the  class  will  be  down  31  percent, 
while  the  female  portion  is  assumed  to  remain  steady.   The  second -year  class 
includes  more  than  twice  as  many  fathers  and  foreign  students  as  does  the 
first-year  class.   The  survey  did  not  attempt  to  assess  classes  beyond  the 
second  year. 

Arlt  pointed  out  that  graduate  enrollment  already  is  expected  to  fall 
off  in  the  1970s  because  of  the  war-time  decline  in  births  in  the  1940s.   The 
draft  law  now  will  compound  the  problem,  he  said,  causing  the  future  pro- 
duction of  persons  with  graduate  degrees  to  fall  "far  below  the  needs  of 
government,  industry,  education  and  the  total  social  structure." 

In  an  attempt  to  cope  with  the  situation  next  fall,  Arlt  said,  several 
private  graduate  institutions  plan  to  overcommit  themselves  in  accepting 
graduate  school  applications.   It  will  be  very  difficult  for  public  insti- 
tutions to  do  this,  however,  he  said,  because  of  their  tighter  budget  controls. 

Arlt  said  he  was  "hopeful"  that  Selective  Service  will  permit  graduate 
students  called  by  the  draft  to  postpone  their  induction  until  the  end  of  the 
term  or  semester  they  are  in.   Such  a  suggestion  was  formally  presented  to 
Selective  Service  Director  Lewis  B.  Hershey  March  11  by  the  American  Council 
on  Education,  the  Council  of  Graduate  Schools  and  American  Association  for 
Higher  Education,  American  Association  of  Junior  Colleges,  American  Associa- 
tion of  University  Professors,  Association  of  American  Colleges,  Association 
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Male  Grad  Enrollment  (Cont'd) 

of  American  Universities,  American  Association  of  State  Colleges  and  Uni- 
versities, Council  of  Protestant  Colleges  and  Universities,  National  Asso- 
ciation of  State  Universities  and  Land-Grant  Colleges,  National  Catholic 
Educational  Association,  and  the  National  Commission  on  Accrediting.   Gen. 
Hershey  said  he  would  take  it  under  advisement.

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MINUTES  OF  THE  FACULTY  SENATE 
Fetruaxy  27,  1968 

The  Faculty  Senate  met  for  a  regular  monthly  session  on  February  2?,  I968,  in  Olin 
Hall  Auditorium,  beginning  at  U:19  p.m.   President  James  N.  Thxirston  presided. 
Business  during  the  meeting  consisted  mainly  of  reports  by  committee  chairmen  and 
by  the  president.   In  addition,  the  minutes  of  the  January  meeting  were  considered 
and  approved  as  circulated. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Admissions  and  Scholarship  Committee,  R.  C.  Harshman,  discussed 
a  number  of  questions  which  had  been  directed  to  the  committee  for  study.  The 
most  pressing  problem  brought  before  the  committee,  he  indicated,  concerned  quizzes 
and  examinations  scheduled  at  unauthorized  times.  The  spring  examination  schedule, 
he  said,  should  be  available  within  a  week,  would  involve  a  minimum  bunching  of 
students,  and  would  require  no  special  examinations  for  graduating  students.  He 
stressed  the  importance  of  adhering  to  the  schedule  and  \irged  all  faculty  to  follow 
it  as  published.  Another  question  which  the  committee  had  investigated  was  that 
of  raising  the  grade-point  requirement  for  senior  standing  above  the  present  1.7 
since  the  requirement  for  graduation  in  I968-69  will  be  2.0;  an  increase  has  been 
planned  by  the  Registrar,  Dr.  Harshman  reported,  after  data  are  available  on  students' 
performance  for  I967-68.  Other  questions  before  the  committee  are  (l)  the  possibility 
of  changing  preliminary  grade  reports,  (2)  re- examination  of  attendance  regulations, 
(3)  the  clarification  of  readmissions  policies,  and  {k)   standardization  of  the  academic 
calendajr.  Another  question  which  may  come  before  the  comomittee  soon.  Dr.  Harshman 
thought,  is  the  possibility  of  applying  a  Pass/Fail  system  of  grading  to  a  limited 
number  of  courses  taken  by  a  student  outside  his  discipline;  such  a  recommendation 
has  been  made  to  the  administration  by  the  Student  Senate. 

On  behalf  of  the  Policies  Coraonittee,  its  Chairman,  J.  G.  Dinwiddle,  presented  two 
proposals  to  the  Senate  for  consideration.  The  first  was  concerned  with  the  creation 
of  "an  orderly,  established  procedure"  which  would  involve  the  faculty  in  the 
selection  of  academic  administrators.  It  read  as  follows: 

The  role  of  the  faculty  in  the  choice  of  academic  axiministrators  for 
any  unit  of  the  University  is  one  of  consultation  and  advice.   That 
role  is  best  fulfilled  through  an  orderly,  established  procedure, 
ajyplied  judiciously  each  time  a  vaceuicy  occurs  in  the  academic  adminis- 
tration. Therefore  we  propose  the  following  procedure. 

When  an  academic  administrative  position  in  any  area  or  unit  of  the 
University  is  to  become  vacant  or  becomes  vacant  suddenly  by  creation 
of  a  new  position,  resignation,  retirement  or  any  other  contingency, 
a  committee  of  the  faculty  shall  be  created  to  make  recommendations 
for  the  filling  of  the  vacancy. 

The  members  of  the  committee  shall  be  selected  by  the  academic 
administrator  next  in  authority  over  the  position  being  filled  in 
conJ\inction  with  the  Committee  on  Committees  of  the  Faculty  Senate. 
The  committee  shaJ.1  consist  of  from  three  to  ten  members  and  shall 
be  representative  of  the  faculty  of  the  division  of  the  University 
that  will  be  administered  by  the  administrator  being  selected.   In 
the  event  the  administrator  will  also  be  administering  non- academic 
areas  of  the  University,  the  Committee  on  Committees  will  be  involved 
only  in  the  selection  of  that  portion  of  the  committee  representing 
the  academic  areas.  The  ccanmittee  itself  may  add,  with  the  approval 
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of  the  administrator  involved  in  the  selection  of  the  committee, 
a  minority  of  additional  members  from  outside  the  division  involved 
if  it  deems  it  desirable. 

The  administrator  selecting  the  committee  shall  convene  it  and 
serve  as  its  temporary  chairman  until  the  committee  establishes  its 
own  organization. 

The  committee  will  receive  nominations  and  s\iggestions  for  candidates 
for  the  position,  adding  any  others  whom  it  thinks  should  be  considered. 
After  it  has  examined  all  candidates  according  to  its  own  procedures  it 
will  submit  a  list  of  the  most  acceptable  persons  to  the  academic  adminis- 
trators responsible  for  the  final  choice. 

Upon  the  filling  of  the  position  the  committee  shall  destroy  its  records 
and  be  officially  discharged. 

Following  considerable  discussion,  the  proposal  was  approved  by  a  show  of  hands. 
Only  one  person,  J.  M.  Wannamaker,  had  expressed  opposition  to  it.  He  asked  to 
be  identified  by  name  and  indicated  that  it  conflicted  with  his  opinions  on 
management  theory. 

The  second  proposal  presented  by  Dr.  Dinwiddle  from  the  Policies  Committee  was  a 
revised  twelve-month  payment  plan.  An  optional  plan,  it  featured  a  simple  form 
to  be  used  by  a  faculty  member  electing  it  instead  of  the  nine-month  payment  plan. 
It,  too,  was  approved  by  a  show  of  hands. 

President  Thurston's  report  covered  a  variety  of  topics.  He  announced  (l)  that  the 
Educational  Council  had  accepted  the  Senate's  proposal  to  shift  responsibility  of 
approving  candidates  for  graduation  from  the  general  faculty  to  the  faculty  of  the 
colleges,  (2)  that  the  committee  on  the  University  Union  has  been  activated  and  is 
discussing,  among  other  things,  the  Faculty  Club,  (3)  that  he  had  appointed  to  the 
Speakers'  Bureau  for  one-,  two-,  and  three-year  terms,  respectively,  J.  V.  Reel, 
A.  J.  Kaufmann,  and  J.  G.  Dinwiddle,  (U)  that  the  project  of  Faculty  Evaluation  is 
now  in  the  hands  of  Student  Government  and  is  apparently  standing  still,  (5)  that  {\ 

Vice-President  W.  Wright  Bryan  is  working  on  the  proposal  to  identify  campus  buildings,  A 
(6)  that  the  setting  of  standards  for  continued  enrollment  in  individual  departments  i| 
seemed  appropriate,  according  to  Dean  Hurst,  (?)  that  the  revised  national  draft 
policy  probably  would  bring  about  a  decline  in  the  number  of  graduate  students, 
(8)  that  a  merger  between  the  Faculty  Research  Coimcil  and  the  Faculty  Senate  had 
been  proposed  by  the  Council,  and  (9)  that  an  announcement  of  vacancies  on  the  Faculty 
Senate  would  be  made  from  Dean  Hurst's  office  soon. 

Immediately  before  adjoiirnment  at  5:22  p.m.,  S.  M.  Lukawecki  reported  briefly  on  the 
work  of  the  Facvilty  Club  Committee.  The  University  Union,  he  said,  is  being  designed, 
not  for  physical  recreation,  but  for  relaxing,  and  lounging  and  dining.

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MINUTES  OF  THE  RESEARCH  FACULTY  COUNCIL  MEETING 
March  19,  1968 

The  monthly  meeting  of  the  Research  Faculty  Council  was  called  to  order  at 
4:00  p.m.  in  Room  No.  28  of  Tillman  Hall  by  Chairman  Fox. 

Members  absent  were:   H.  H.  Macaulay,  L.  0.  Van  Blaricom  and  S.  F.  Hulbert. 

The  minutes  of  the  February  20,  1968  meeting  were  approved  as  circulated. 

Dr.  Fox  reported  several  items  of  Council  interest  from  a  meeting  with  Dean 
Hurst.   One  of  these  of  record  concerned  housing  for  graduate  students  during 
vacation  periods.   Efforts  to  bring  this  matter  to  a  satisfactory  conclusion 
still  are  under  way. 

Following  an  introductory  statement  by  Dr.  Fox  on  the  values,  not  only  to  the 
Faculty  but  to  the  University  Administration,  on  Faculty  Senate  and  Research 
Faculty  Council  unification,  the  motion  was  made  by  Dr.  E.  M.  Lander  and 
seconded  by  Dr.  J.  J.  Porter  that  a  joint  committee  be  established  between  the 
Faculty  Senate  and  the  Research  Faculty  Council  to  study  the  possibilities  of 
such  unification. 

W.  P.  Byrd,  Chairman  of  the  Ad  Hoc  Committee  on  Pay  Scales  for  Research 
Technicians,  submitted  the  following  report  from  his  committee  (L.  0.  Drew 
and  W.  B.  Barlage,  Jr.): 


Pay  Scales  for  Nonprofessional  Personnel 
Assisting  in  Research 

Since  a  solution  to  the  problem  was  being  actively  pursued  through 
the  various  Directors  of  Research  and  the  Director  of  University 
Research,  this  committee  has  simply  attempted  to  keep  informed  of 
the  progress  and  make  its  time  available  if  needed. 

Dr.  Brownley  has  indicated  that  several  new  position  classifications 
have  been  approved  through  the  Personnel  Office  and  have  been 
reported  back  to  the  Deans.   Also,  two  or  three  which  have  been 
requested  have  not  been  reported  out  yet. 

The  committee  is  aware  of  the  job  questionnaire  request  on  a  state 
basis  but  does  not  know  how  this  will  affect  the  program  at  Clemson. 
It  is  hopeful  that  the  program  already  under  way  to  set  up  adequate 
classifications  to  attract  and  hold  qualified  persons  will  be 
strengthened  by  this  new  statewide  program  of  job  classification.

MINUTES  OF  THE  RESEARCH  FACULTY  COUNCIL  MEETING  Cont . 

U.  S.  Jones  presented  a  statement  prepared  by  the  Policy  Committee  (U.  S.  Jones, 
L.  0.  Van  Blaricom,  E.  M.  Lander,  and  L.  Brown)  concerning  Guidelines  for 
Classified  Contract  Research.   After  considerable  discussion  and  explanation 
of  points  in  the  statement,  the  motion  was  passed  to  accept  and  forward  the 
following  report  to  Dean  Brownley: 

Guidelines  for  Acceptance  of  Classified  Research  Contracts 

Certain  types  of  research  contracts  with  government  or  private  business 
require  that  the  results  be  kept  confidential  by  the  sponsor  and  the 
University.   An  example  of  a  classified  government  contract  might  be 
one  involving  atomic  energy  research.   An  example  of  a  classified 
private  business  contract  might  be  one  involving  proprietary  products 
or  processes  whose  identity  the  sponsor  does  not  wish  to  divulge. 

Classified  research  should  continue  but  it  should  be  subject  to 
limitations  and  review.   Therefore,  guidelines  for  classified  research 
proposals  are  herein  set  forth  by  which  the  University's  senior  research 
officer  will  review  and  accept  or  decline  classified  research  contracts. 

The  key  consideration  in  any  classified  contract  research  should  first 
be  that  "The  University  Reserves  the  Right  to  Determine  Policies  as  to 
the  Publication  of  the  Results  Obtained  from  the  Proposed  Research." 
Prior  to  the  signing  of  a  contract,  the  University  and  the  sponsor  will 
negotiate  a  policy  agreeable  to  both.   The  agreement  should  be  in 
writing  and  should  include  a  time  limit  for  restriction  of  publication, 
preferably  upon  the  termination  of  the  contract.   Contracts  are  usually 
made  for  one  or  two  year  periods  and  are  renewable  by  mutual  agreement. 

The  following  additional  guidelines  for  acceptance  of  classified  research 
proposals  are  also  recommended: 

1.  The  contract  should  not  restrain  the  freedom  of  the  University 
to  disclose  the  existence  of  the  contract  or  the  identity  of 
the  sponsors. 

2.  The  contract  should  not  restrict  the  University's  freedom  to 
disclose  the  purpose  and  scope  of  the  proposed  research  to  the 
degree  needed  to  permit  informed  faculty  discussion  of  its 
potential  contributions  to  the  body  of  knowledge  on  the  subject 
in  question. 

3.  The  nature  of  the  research  should  provide  a  reasonable  possibility 
that  it  will  make  a  contribution  either  to  the  advancement  of 
knowledge  and/or  technology  or  to  the  enlargement  of  the  research 
capability  to  the  investigator. 
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4.   These  guidelines  shall  in  no  way  restrict  the  University  from 
negotiating  a  classified  research  contract  that  is  aimed  toward 
the  defense  of  the  nation  or  the  improvement  of  national 
security. 

The  meeting  was  adjourned  at  5:20  p.m.

Dr.  W.  P.  Byrd  announced  that  the  Computer  Center's  Sub-Committee  for 
Teaching  and  Research  solicits  the  advice  and  recommendation  of  all  faculty 
members  and  asked  that  all  faculty  members  submit  their  recommendations 
through  their  representative  on  the  Sub-Committee. 

At  the  August  meeting.  Council  members  who  served  as  tour  guides  during 
the  New  Faculty  Orientation  Program  were  commended  and  asked  for  their  comments 
on  the  success  of  the  tour.

At  the  October  meeting,  the  Policy  Coiranittee  presented  a  report  on 
out-of-state  travel  regulations.   After  discussing  short  notice  meeting 
approvals,  the  Council  voted  to  follow  existing  regulations  until  such  time 
as  their  mechanics  warranted  a  change.   The  Policy  Committee  was  commended 
for  their  efforts. 

Following  preliminary  study  during  August  and  September,  Chairman  Fox 
appointed  an  Ad  Hoc  Committee  (W.  P.  Byrd,  Chairman;  W.  B.  Barlage  and  L.  0. 
Drew)  to  study  pay  scales  for  technicians  assisting  research  faculty  members. 

Dr.  Fox  reported  on  his  trip  to  Boston  University  to  represent  Clemson 
University  at  the  inauguration  of  President  Christ-Janer . 

At  the  November  meeting,  it  was  announced  that  the  Personnel  Office 
had  offered  its  full  cooperation  to  the  Ad  Hoc  Committee  studying  the  problem 
of  pay  scales  for  non-professional  personnel. 

The  Council  unanimously  supported  the  Faculty  Senate  resolution  on  the 
establishment  of  faculty  facilities  in  the  new  University  Union  Building. 
A.  S.  Tombes  and  S.  F.  Hulbert  were  appointed  to  serve  on  a  committee  with 
representatives  from  the  Senate  to  develop  a  more  detailed  proposal  to  sub- 
mit to  the  Administration.

Mr.  John  Gentry  briefed  the  Council  at  the  January  meeting  on  matters 
under  consideration  by  the  Personnel  Office. 

It  was  announced  that  a  joint  committee  consisting  of  R.  T.  Reep  and 
S.  M.  Lukawecki,  Faculty  Senate;  and  A.  S.  Tombes  and  S.  F.  Hulbert,  Research 
Faculty  Council,  had  been  appointed  to  prepare  a  proposal  for  faculty  facili- 
ies  in  the  new  University  Union. 

The  Policy  Committee  was  asked  to  prepare  a  policy  statement  concerning 
classified  research  contracts  to  submit  to  Dean  Brownley. 

The  resignation  of  L.  0.  Drew  and  W.  C.  Mickelberry  in  January  necessi- 
tated a  special  election  in  the  College  of  Agriculture  and  Biological  Sciences 
to  provide  replacements.   G.  C.  Kingsland  (Botany)  and  J.  W.  Hubbard  (Ag.  Econ) 
were  elected  to  fill  these  unexpired  terms  and  were  welcomed  to  the  February 
meeting.   Dr.  Hubbard  was  appointed  to  serve  on  the  Personnel  Relations 
Committee  and  Dean  Hurst  appointed  Dr.  Kingsland  to  serve  on  the  University 
Patent  Committee.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  RESEARCH  FACULTY  COUNCIL  Cont . 


After  lengthy  study  and  discussion  at  this  and  previous  meetings,  the 
following  resolution  was  approved  by  the  Council: 

"The  Research  Faculty  Council  recommends  that  the  University 
make  dormitory  facilities  available  for  all  graduate  stu- 
dents who  find  it  necessary  to  remain  on  campus  during 
holidays. " 

At  the  March  meeting,  several  items  of  Council  interest  were  reported. 
One  of  record  indicated  that  the  problem  of  housing  for  graduate  students 
during  vacation  periods  was  under  advisement  and  efforts  to  bring  this  matter 
to  a  satisfactory  conclusion  still  are  under  way. 

The  subject  of  unification  of  the  Senate  and  Council  was  broached  again 
and  after  discussion,  the  motion  was  passed  to  establish  a  joint  committee 
between  the  two  bodies  to  study  the  possibilities  of  such  unification. 

W.  P.  Byrd,  Chairman  of  the  Ad  Hoc  Committee  on  Pay  Scales  for  Research 
Technicians,  submitted  the  following  report  from  his  committee  (L.  0.  Drew 
and  W.  B.  Barlage,  Jr.): 

Pay  Scales  for  Nonprofessional  Personnel 
Assisting  in  Research 

Since  a  solution  to  the  problem  was  being  pursued  actively  through 
the  various  Directors  of  Research  and  the  Director  of  University 
Research,  this  committee  has  attempted  simply  to  keep  informed  of 
the  progress  and  make  its  time  available  if  needed. 

Dr.  Brownley  has  indicated  that  several  new  position  classifica- 
tions have  been  approved  through  the  Personnel  Office  and  have  been 
reported  back  to  the  Deans.   Also,  two  or  three  which  have  been  re- 
quested have  not  been  reported  out  yet. 

The  Committee  is  aware  of  the  job  questionnaire  request  on  a  state 
basis  but  does  not  know  how  this  will  affect  the  program  at  Clemson. 
It  is  hopeful  that  the  program  already  under  way  to  set  up  adequate 
classifications  to  attract  and  hold  qualified  persons  will  be 
strengthened  by  this  new  statewide  program  of  job  classification. 

U.  S.  Jones,  Chairman  of  the  Policy  Committee,  presented  a  statement  prepared 
by  his  committee  (L.  0.  Van  Blaricom,  E.  M.  Lander,  and  L.  H.  Brown)  concern- 
ing Guidelines  for  Classified  Contract  Research.   After  considerable  discussion 
and  explanation  of  points  in  the  statement,  the  motion  was  passed  to  accept  and 
forward  the  report  to  Dean  Brownley.

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ARTS  AND  SCIENCES  TO  BECOME  TWO  SEPARATE  COLLEGES 

In  a  move  designed  to  further  strengthen  academic  programs,  the  College  of 
Arts  and  Sciences  will  be  divided  into  the  College  of  Liberal  Arts  and  the 
College  of  Physical  and  Mathematical  Sciences  on  July  1,  1969. 

The  reorganization,  approved  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  will  coincide  with 
the  expected  retirement  of  Dr.  Howard  L.  Hunter,  current  dean  of  the  College 
of  Arts  and  Sciences,  thus  allowing  sufficient  time  for  an  orderly  and 
smooth  transition. 

"Sixty  per  cent  of  the  total  university  teaching  load  and  39  per  cent  of  the 
faculty  are  concentrated  in  the  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences,"  notes  Dr. 
Victor  Hurst,  vice  president  for  academic  affairs  and  dean  of  the  university. 
"As  we  plan  for  the  future  and  realize  the  importance  of  enriching  Clemson's 
academic  programs,  it  is  necessary  that  we  separate  the  unit  into  two 
colleges." 

Dr.  H.  M.  Cox,  head  of  the  English  and  modern  languages  department,  will  be 
dean  of  the  College  of  Liberal  Arts,  and  Dr.  Clayton  V.  Aucoin,  head  of  the 
department  of  mathematics,  will  be  dean  of  the  College  of  Physical  and 
Mathematical  Sciences. 


THREE  CAMPUS  FACILITIES  NAMED  IN  HONOR  OF  FORMER  PROFESSORS,  COLLEGE  SURGEON 

Two  campus  buildings  and  a  poultry  science  center  have  been  named  in  memory 
of  two  former  department  heads  and  Clemson's  first  surgeon. 

The  $2.1-million  College  of  Engineering  graduate  research  building  has  been 
named  the  Rhodes  Engineering  Research  Center,  honoring  Prof.  Sam  R.  Rhodes, 
head  of  the  department  of  electrical  engineering  for  25  years  and  emeritus 
head  of  the  department  until  his  death  last  May  at  the  age  of  86. 

On  East  Campus,  the  $678,000  student  health  center  has  been  named  Redfern 
Health  Center  in  memory  of  Dr.  Alexander  M.  Redfern  who  was  appointed 
college  surgeon  when  Clemson  opened  in  1893  and  served  in  that  capacity  until 
he  retired  in  1920,  three  years  before  his  death. 

The  poultry  science  center,  a  complex  of  poultry  research  buildings  and 
grounds  located  near  the  main  campus,  has  been  designated  Morgan  Poultry 
Science  Center  in  honor  of  Prof.  Charles  Lee  Morgan,  a  member  of  the  faculty 
for  39  years  and  head  of  the  poultry  husbandry  (now  poultry  science)  depart- 
ment from  its  establishment  in  1926  until  his  retirement  in  1959.   He  died  in 
1965. 
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RECORD  SUMMER  ENROLLMENT 

An  enrollment  of  2,385  students  for  the  second  half  of  summer  sessions  was 
an  all-time  high  for  second  session  attendance.   In  addition,  139  students 
were  enrolled  in  summer  session  classes  at  Clemson  University  at  Greenville 
and  107  at  Clemson  University  at  Sumter. 

Last  summer,  total  enrollment  for  second  summer  session  on  the  main  campus 
was  1,996  students. 

Combined  enrollment  for  both  summer  sessions  this  year  on  the  main  campus 
totaled  4,811  students,  almost  equal  to  the  fall  enrollment  of  the  1965-66 
academic  year. 


LOYALTY  FUND  SLIGHTLY  AHEAD  OF  1967  PACE 

The  Alumni  Loyalty  Fund,  now  in  its  13th  year,  is  currently  a  little  ahead 
of  last  year's  pace  in  both  number  of  donors  and  amount  of  income.   Last 

year  set  a  record  in  donors  4,348  and  was  second  to  1965  in  total 

income.   The  Fund  year  is  the  calendar  year. 

Over  the  past  12  years,  alumni  and  friends  have  given  $1,349,402.55  to 
Clemson  through  this  medium.   The  money  has  been  used  to  further  Clemson' s 
capability  in  areas  for  which  other  funds  are  non-existent  or  woefully  in- 
adequate    such  areas  as  undergraduate  and  graduate  scholarships;  faculty 

recruitment;  development  and  basic  research;  student  activities;  permanent 
endowment  and  alumni  services. 

Clemson  alumni  on  the  University  staff  are  urged  to  participate  in  this  pro- 
gram as  alumni  who  are  concerned  about  the  educational  capability  of  their 
Alma  Mater.   Non-alumni  on  the  staff  are  invited  to  become  "Associates"  in 
this  effort  to  keep  Clemson  a  good  university  in  the  company  of  good  univer- 
sities.

SUSPENSION  OF  NSF  SENIOR  POSTDOCTORAL  FELLOWSHIP  PROGRAM 

The  NSF  Senior  Postdoctoral  Fellowship  program  is  suspended  for  fiscal  year  1969, 
and  the  competition  scheduled  in  the  fall  of  1968  will  not  be  held.   All  other 
NSF  fellowship  programs  scheduled  for  1968-1969  will  be  held  as  usual;  this  will 
not  in  any  way  affect  Senior  Postdoctoral  Fellowships  awarded  in  previous  com- 
petitions for  tenures  in  1968-1969.

This  may  be  done 
in  the  Newsletter  or  by  memoranda  to  those  thought  to  be  most  intimately 
concerned. 

Only  if  the  faculty  and  staff  avail  themselves  of  the  services  provided 
by  the  Office  of  University  Research  can  this  office  function  as  intended.

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SUMMARY  OF  THE  MINUTES  OF  THE  FACULTY  SENATE,  MARCH  26,  1968 

The  Chairman  of  the  Admissions  and.  Scholarship  Committee,  R.  C.  Harshman, 
presented  two  motions  as  a  result  of  recommendations  by  the  committee:   (l) 
that  Saturday  classes  be  retained,  and  (2)  that  the  grade-point  requirement 
for  continued  enrollment  be  raised  to  a  level  commensurate  with  the  present 
2.0  GPR  requirement  for  graduation.  Both  motions  were  approved.   In  addition, 
the  following  information  concerning  questions  which  had  been  under  study  by 
the  committee  was  reported:   (l)  At  the  request  of  the  Student  Senate,  a 
committee  has  been  appointed  by  the  Dean  of  the  University  to  re-examine  class 
attendance  regulations  and  to  study  the  adoption  of  the  pass-fail  system  for 
a  limited  number  of  courses  outside  a  student's  area  of  concentration.   (2)  A 
sub-committee  of  the  Committee  for  Improving  Undergraduate  Teaching  has  advised 
against  the  creation  of  a  Division  of  Freshman  Studies.   (3)  The  academic 
calendars  for  I968-69  (as  revised)  and  1969-7O  have  been  standardized  to  8? 
class  days  per  semester.  The  Committee  has  reached  no  decision  and  recommends 
further  study  concerning  (l)  changes  in  the  preliminary  grade  report  system 
and  (2)  the  present  rule  restricting  unauthorized  modification  by  individuai 
faculty  members  of  the  final  examination  schedule  and  the  arranging  of  quizzes 
at  other  than  normaJ.  class  hours. 

President  Thurston  reported  that  two  proposals  adopted  by  the  Senate  in 
February,  (l)  the  creation  of  a  procedure  for  involving  faculty  in  the  selection 
of  academic  administrators  and  (2)  a  revised  twelve-month  payment  plan,  were 
rejected  by  the  Administration.   It  was  explained  that  the  Administration's 
position  was  to  rely  on  informaJ.  lines  of  communication  with  the  faculty  in  the 
selection  of  academic  administrators,  rather  than  to  create  a  formal  procedure 
to  be  followed  in  all  situations.   In  regard  to  the  other  proposal,  it  was  not 
deemed  feasible  to  set  up  a  new  pay  mechanism  by  the  next  academic  year.  Following 
considerable  discussion,  President  Thurston  was  asked  to  explore  the  matter  further 
with  Dean  Hurst  and  to  request  that  he  express  in  writing  the  Administration's 
position  on  the  proposals. 

After  noting  that  newly  elected  senators  will  be  seated  and  new  officers 
elected  at  the  next  meeting,  President  Thurston  recommended  consideration  by 
the  Senate  of  merger  with  the  Research  Faculty  Council,  giving  the  following 
reasons:   (l)  increasing  size  of  both  bodies,  (2)  growing  number  of  faculty 
eligible  to  serve  on  the  Research  Council,  (3)  increasing  percentage  of  persons 
engaged  in  both  teaching  and  research,  (U)  difficulty  in  deciding  which  of  the 
two  presidents  should  attend  meetings  such  as  that  of  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
(5)  the  Senate's  lack  of  flexibility  to  handle  quickly  any  changes  in  university 
organization,  (6)  unbalance  in  the  number  of  senators  elected  each  year,  (?) 
possible  need  for  readjusting  standing  committee  arrangements,  (8)  the  lack  of 
dominance  in  research  or  teaching  by  a  single  school  or  college,  and  (9)  the 
possibility  that  a  single  representative  body  would  enjoy  enhanced  stature  over 
the  two  present  groups. 

A  motion  to  commend  the  Student  Senate  for  its  passing  of  a  resolution 
recommending  the  more  rapid  acquisition  of  books  by  the  university  library  and 
an  increase  in  student  library  fees  was  approved  through  voice  vote  by  the 
Faculty  Senate.

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SUMMARY  OF  THE  MINUTES  OF  THE  FACULTY  SENATE.  APRIL  23,  1968 

A  motion  for  the  establishment  of  a  university  long-range  planning  com- 
mittee, whose  Job  would  be  to  make  recommendations  to  the  Administration 
involving  long-range  goals  in  the  academic  area,  was  passed.  The  proposal 
with  a  general  suggestion  as  to  the  formation  of  such  a  committee  was  forwarded 
to  the  Administration  for  consideration. 

A  motion  that  the  new  officers  of  the  Faculty  Senate  appoint  a  committee 
to  work  jointly  with  the  Research  Faculty  Council  in  a  study  of  possible  uni- 
fication of  the  two  groups  was  passed. 

A  proposal  that  a  President-Elect  system  for  selecting  the  President  of 
the  Faculty  Senate  be  adopted  was  referred  to  the  Policies  Committee  for  study. 
The  adoption  of  this  procedure  would  require  a  constitutional  amendment.

Housing  for  the  Southeastern  United  States  held  at  Virginia  Polytechnic 
Institute. 

On  exhibition  in  the  Rudolph  Lee  Gallery  from  August  13  to  28  is  Section 
d'Or.   The  Salon  de  la  Section  d'Or,  held  in  Paris  in  1912,  was  the  first 
large  and  coherent  exhibition  of  artists  working  in  various  adaptations  of 
cubism.   The  artists  were  united  by  a  strong  belief  in  the  intellectual  and 
social  concerns  of  art,  and  the  group  represented  a  major  effort  of  the 
avantgarde  to  be  an  effective,  unified  force.   While  the  name  Section  d'Or 
was  derived  from  the  ancient  ratio  known  as  the  "golden  section"  and  suggests 
the  mathematical  concerns  of  some  of  the  artists,  it  was  poetic  rather  than 
descriptive  in  intention.   Fourteen  of  the  32  participants  in  the  group  are 
included  in  the  exhibition,  among  them  Albert  Gleizes,  Jean  Metzinger, 
Jacques  Villon,  Roger  de  La  Fresnaye,  Juan  Gris,  Marie  Laurencin,  Fernand 
Leger,  Andre  Lhote,  and  Louis  Marcoussis.   Representative  cubist  works 
from  the  period  include  five  from  the  original  exhibition.

J.  W.  Gordon  Gourlay  (Dir  Library)  reports  the  book  collection  at  Robert 
Muldrow  Cooper  Library  totaled  395,000  volumes  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year. 
In  addition,  the  library  has  4,480  reels  of  microfilm  and  32,774  microcards 
and  units  of  microfiche. 

Indicative  of  the  main  campus  library's  rapid  growth  and  expansion  dur- 
ing the  past  decade,  its  staff  has  increased  from  21  to  45  members;  the  amount 
allocated  for  books,  periodicals  and  binding  has  risen  from  about  $45,000  to 
$260,000;  and  the  number  of  interlibrary  loan  transactions  has  surged  from  127 
to  1,370. 

With  completion  of  the  new  building  two  years  ago,  the  library  has  trip- 
led its  floor  space.   The  old  facility  had  a  total  of  32,000  square  feet  of 
floor  space  while  each  of  the  three  levels  in  Robert  Muldrow  Cooper  Library 
has  32,000  square  feet  of  floor  space.

On  exhibition  in  the  Rudolph  Lee  Gallery  from  September  2  to  24  is  The 
Art  of  The  City.   The  Art  of  The  City  brings  together  ideas  and  realities  of 
seventeen  multiple-us*e  buildings  and  projects,  called  infrastructures,  whose 
principal  design  criteria  are  the  coordination  of  beauty  with  the  dynamic  and 
spatial  characteristics  of  20th  century  living.   Because  of  the  large  scale 
of  the  "cities,"  the  construction  solutions  are  innovations  in  themselves. 
But  the  prime  concerns  are  the  amenities  provided  to  the  users  and  the  conser- 
vation of  land  area.   Open  spaces  for  light  and  air  are  designed  into  private- 
ly owned  "cities"  such  as  The  Rockefeller  Center.   Circulation  and  storage  of 
motor  vehicles  are  provided,  eliminating  the  confusion  generated  by  the  mixing 
of  both  cars  and  pedestrians.   Composites  of  apartments,  offices,  shops  and 
theatres  (see  Marina  Towers,  Chicago)  allow  for  the  minimal  need  of  automobiles, 
but  provide  for  their  use.   The  vertical  city  of  LeCorbusier  (Marseulle)  in- 
cludes, also,  schools,  a  hospital  and  roof-top  gymnasium.

SCIENCE  FACULTY  FELLOWSHIP  AWARDS 

The  announcement  of  Science  Faculty  Fellowship  Awards,  for  the  improve- 
ment of  college  science,  mathematics  and  engineering  teaching,  has  recently 
been  issued  by  NSF.   Copies  of  the  announcement  are  available  in  the  Graduate 
Office,  and  the  deadline  for  submission  of  application  is  October  7,  1968. 
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THE  CAENEGIE  REPORT  ON  FEDERAL  AID  TO  HIGHER  EDUCATION;'  W  ESSENTIAL  mVESTMENT 
IN  THE  NATION'S  FUTURE 

This  statement  issued  "by  the  Carnegie  Commission  on  Higher  Education  in 
July,  1968,  contains  the  following  observations  on  the  special  character  of 
American  Higher  Education: 

"Higher  education  in  the  United  States  has  evolved  in  directions  unique 
to  the  special  needs  of  this  coiuitry  and  of  our  free  society.  It  is  the  con- 
viction of  this  Commission  that  higher  education  will  best  continue  to  serve 
the  nation  as  it:  creates  opportunities  for  all  able  young  people,  provides 
free  choice  of  institutions  to  students,  relies  upon  multiple  sources  of  income, 
preserves  its  diversity  of  programs  and  control." 

In  conclusion  the  statement  lists  what  it  calls  "The  Essential  Actions": 

"The  Carnegie  Commission  on  Higher  Education  believes  that  the  most  urgent 
national  priorities  for  higher  education  between  now  and  1975  axe: 

Provision  for  1  million  additional  students  who  are  now  barred  for  financial 
reasons  from  our  colleges  and  universities. 

Training  facilities  for  60^  more  medical  students  to  serve  the  nation's 
essential  health  needs. 


Places  for  60%  more  Ph.D.  candidates  to  provide  the  teachers  and  researchers 
required  to  keep  pace  with  the  explosion  of  knowledge. 

"To  enable  our  colleges  and  universities  to  meet  these  national  priorities 
and  to  continue  expanding  other  essential  programs,  the  Commission  urges  that 
the  present  levels  of  federal  aid  to  higher  education  be  doubled  in  the  immediate 
future — from  $U  billion  to  $8  billion  per  year."

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SUMMARY  OF  THE  MINUTES  OF  THE  FACULTY  SENATE,  AUGUST  27,  1968

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1968  COURSES  FOR  PROFESSIONAL  DEVELOPMENT  IN  THE  SCHOOL  OF  INDUSTRIAL  MANAGE- 
MENT AND  TEXTILE  SCIENCE 

The  year  1968  was  another  record-breaking  one  for  Clemson's  Professional 
Development  Program.   In  this,  its  11th  year,  the  16  courses  that  were  offered 
attracted  236  students  from  20  states  and  Canada.   These  returning  professional 
students  represented  120  various  organizations,  hospitals,  U.  S.  Government 
offices  and  several  universities. 

Their  occupational  positions  ranged  from  management  trainees  to  top  ad- 
ministrators and  from  foremen  to  corporation  treasurers;  84  various  positions 
in  all  covering  many  specialized  fields. 

Two  new  programs  were  instituted  for  1968: 

The  first  annual  Textile  Marketing  Forxim  became  the  most  publicized  event 
of  its  type  held  on  the  campus  in  recent  years.   The  Forum  featured  outstanding 
people  in  the  fields  of  Textile  and  Fabric  Design,  Production,  and  Marketing. 
It  attracted  press  notices  from  across  the  nation  in  publications  like  Home 
Furnishings  Daily,  Textile  World  and  New  York  Times ,  Daily  News  Record  and 
complete  regional  coverage. 

The  Hospital  Executive  Development  Program  was  very  well  attended  by 
hospital  executives  from  17  hospitals  in  several  states.   Three  outstanding 
experts  in  the  field  of  Hospital  Administration  participated  in  the  instructions 
along  with  Clemson  faculty  members. 

With  a  total  enrollment  of  1,298  participants  since  its  inception  in  1958, 
Clemson  University's  Professional  Development  Program  stands  ready  to  provide 
a  much  needed  service  to  industry  and  business  on  as  broad  a  basis  as  these 
areas  might  demand.

"College  enrollment  this  fall  is  expected  to  total  6.7  million,  an  increase 
of  6.3  percent  over  last  year's  6.3  million,  the  U.  S,  Office  of  Education  re- 
ported this  week  in  its  annual  forecast.   USOE  pointed  out  that  figures  for  both 
years  exclude  approximately  600,000  undergraduates  enrolled  in  occupational  or 
general  studies  programs  which  are  not  ordinarily  creditable  toward  a  bachelor's 
degree. 

"Other  highlights  about  higher  education  from  the  forecast: 

— An  instructional  staff  slightly  exceeding  500,000  is  anticipated,  an 
increase  of  ^.8  percent  over  the  U80,000  engaged  in  college  teaching  in 
1967.   'The  trend  in  recent  years  has  been  toward  larger  classes  and 
greater  utilization  of  graduate  assistants  in  the  classroom, '  USOE  said. 

--The  average  salary  of  instructional  staff  is  expected  to  exceed  $10,800, 
based  on  previous  surveys  by  the  American  Association  of  University  Pro- 
fessors which  indicated  salaries  have  risen  at  a  rate  of  approximately 
six  percent  annually. 

--Record  numbers  of  degrees  are  scheduled  to  be  awarded  in  I968-69.   The 
forecast  (with  I967-68  estimated  degrees  in  parentheses):   750,000  bache- 
lor's and  first  professional  degrees  (690,000);  l60,000  master's  degrees 
(150,000);  and  2U,000  doctoral  degrees  (22,000).   The  report  noted  th^t 
in  the  past  ten  years  the  number  of  bachelor's  degrees  has  almost  doubled, 
master's  degrees  have  risen  by  129  percent,  and  doctoral  degrees  by  IU6 
percent. 

--Total  expenditures  for  public  and  private  education  from  kindergarten 
through  the  graduate  school  are  expected  to  reach  $58.5  billion,  of  which 
$20, U  billion  is  for  higher  education. 

--Federal  grants  to  higher  education  rose  from  $1.5  billion  in  I96U  to 
$3.8  billion  in  I968.   For  adult,  vocational- technical,  and  continuing 
education,  the  report  said,  the  increase  in  the  same  period  was  from 
$200  million  to  $1.1  billion. 

"At  the  secondary  school  level  (grades  9  through  12),  USOE  said  enroll- 
ment is  likely  to  increase  from  13-7  million  to  lU.2  million,  a  gain  of  3*6 
percent.   At  the  elementary  school  level  (kindergarten  through  grade  8),  a 
rise  of  0.8  percent,  from  36.^  million  to  36.7  million,  is  anticipated.   The 
report  said  this  modest  increase  reflects  the  gradual  decline  in  the  number 
of  children  born  annually  since  I96I.   It  added  that  small  annual  reductions 
in  the  number  of  elementary  school  pupils  are  expected  in  the  early  and  middle 
1970s."

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TEXTILE  DEPARTMENT  GETS  $20,000  COMPUTER 

A  $20,000  colorant-mixture  computer  has  been  given  to  the  textile  depart- 
ment by  Coats  &  Clark,  Inc.,  one  of  the  nation's  leading  manufacturers  of  sewing 
threads,  wool  knitting  yarns,  and  zippers.   The  new  computer,  designed  and  built 
by  Davidson  and  Hemmendinger  of  Easton,  Pa. ,  will  be  used  in  conjunction  with 
courses  to  be  offered  in  color  formulation  as  well  as  in  research  work  at  both 
the  undergraduate  and  graduate  levels.   The  computer  also  provides  textile 
students  with  the  opportunity  of  learning  more  about  the  operation  of  a  color 
computer  and  its  related  importance  to  industry. 


MECHANICAL  ENGINEERING  SPONSORS  OFF-CAMPUS  WORKSHOP 

The  department  of  mechanical  engineering  is  sponsoring  an  off-campus  work- 
shop in  "Fortran  IV  Programming  for  Engineers,"  beginning  October  2  and  continu- 
ing each  Wednesday  evening  from  7  -  10  p.m.  through  November  6.   Classes  will 
be  held  in  Room  106,  Classroom  Building,  Furman  University.   Engineers  employed 
in  the  greater  Greenville-Spartanburg  area  will  study  three  major  areas  of 
instruction:   an  introduction  to  the  digital  computer  and  the  Fortran  IV  System; 
digital  computer  methods;  and  the  application  of  engineering  problems.   The  work- 
shop is  being  conducted  by  Dr.  Carl  S.  Rudisill  (Asst  Prof). 

WOODROW  WILSON  NATIONAL  FELLOWSHIPS 

During  1968-1969  the  Woodrow  Wilson  National  Fellowship  Foundation  will 
seek  to  identify  1000  prospective  first-year  graduate  students  among  the  seniors 
of  colleges  and  universities  in  the  United  States  and  Canada.   The  Foundation, 
however,  will  only  be  able  to  finance  100  fellowships  in  the  United  States  and 
50  in  Canada.   All  others,  who  are  selected,  will  be  recommended  to  graduate 
schools,  but  there  will  be  no  stipend  from  the  Foundation.   All  designates  at- 
tending graduate  schools  in  1969-1970,  and  considering  college  teaching  careers, 
will  be  awarded  the  title,  Woodrow  Wilson  Fellow.

In  a  continuing  effort  to  upgrade  engineering  teaching,  and  in  recognition 
of  the  critical  need  that  exists  for  new  ideas  in  teaching,  the  Clemson  Engi- 
neering Foundation  has  established  a  $100  cash  award  to  be  presented  annually 
to  the  engineering  faculty  person  who  demonstrates  by  accomplishment  the  best 
idea  for  increasing  the  effectiveness  of  engineering  teaching. 

Presentation  of  this  award  to  be  made  at  the  annual  College  of  Engineering 
Honors  and  Awards  Program. 

SUMMARY  OF  THE  MINUTES  OF  THE  FACULTY  SENATE,  SEPTEMBER  10,  I968 

The  Senate  voted  to  withdraw  the  proposal  that  the  immediate  Past  President 
of  the  Faculty  Senate  attend  meetings  of  the  Educational  Council.   After  con- 
siderable discussion  of  a  proposal  made  by  the  Student  Senate,  the  Faculty  Senate 
passed  a  motion  for  the  establishment  of  a  committee  to  be  concerned  with  problems 
of  mutual  interest  and  to  maintain  lines  of  communication  between  the  Faculty 
Senate  and  the  Student  Senate. 

The  Senate  voted  to  recommend  to  the  appropriate  authority  the  inclusion 
of  a  member  of  the  traffic  engineering  staff  within  the  Department  of  Civil 
Engineering  in  the  University  long-range  planning  committee  for  buildings  ajid 
grounds . 

The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Policy  reported  on  the  following  items 
under  study:   the  formation  of  a  University  long-range  planning  committee,  the 
resolution  concerning  the  scope  and  purpose  of  Faculty  Senate  activities,  better 
means  of  communication  between  the  Senate  and  the  various  Schools  and  Colleges, 
problems  anticipated  by  the  division  of  the  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences,  the 
representation  of  the  School  of  Nursing  on  the  Senate,  the  proposed  merger  of 
the  Faculty  Senate  and  the  Research  Faculty  Council,  and  the  status  of  a  teacher 
evaluation  system  proposed  last  year. 

A  committee,  consisting  of  D.  L.  Handlin,  J.  L.  Idol,  Jr.,  J.  K.  Reed, 
and  J.  F.  Pearce,  Chairman,  was  appointed  to  study  the  advantages  and  disad- 
vantages of  the  quarter  system  and  other  methods  of  operation. 

Pending  the  gathering  of  additional  information  or  further  study  in  com- 
mittees, no  action  was  taken  on  the  following  issues:   the  continuing  enrollment 
requirement  as  stated  in  the  Graduate  School  catalog,  action  which  might  be 
required  by  the  Senate  in  regard  to  the  faculty  evaluation  proposal,  and  the 
Student  Senate  proposal  for  revised  class  attendance  regulations. 
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SUMMARY  OF  THE  MINUTES  OF  THE  FACULTY  SENATE,  OCTOBER  10,  I968 

President  Eugene  Park  reported  that  the  formation  of  a  University  long- 
range  planning  coinmittee  to  advise  in  academic  affairs  has  been  approved  by 
the  Administration.   He  was  to  review  the  composition  of  the  committee  with 
the  Dean  of  the  University  on  October  9.   He  announced  that  a  policy  relating 
to  those  faculty  members  engaged  in  directing  programs  of  graduate  students 
during  the  summer  is  being  considered  by  the  Graduate  Council.   The  statement 
of  policy  concerning  Clemson  study  programs  abroad,  as  amended  by  the  Faculty 
Senate,  has  been  accepted  by  the  Dean  of  the  University  and  submitted  to  the 
Educational  Council.   The  recommendation  that  a  representative  from  the  Depart- 
ment of  Civil  Engineering  be  added  to  the  University  Parking  Committee  has 
been  sent  to  the  Dean  of  the  University. 

There  was  no  report  from  the  Admissions  and  Scholarship  Committee,  but 
J.  K.  Reed,  Chairman,  indicated  that  the  committee  would  have  under  consider- 
ation such  items  as  Saturday  classes  and  the  faculty  evaluation  proposal. 
President  Park;  added  that  impending  items  might  include  the  initiation  of  a 
pass-fail  grading  system  on  certain  courses  selected  outside  of  a  student's 
major  field,  the  possibility  that  the  traditional  minor  be  replaced  by  a 
cluster  of  courses  in  related  subjects,  a  revised  class  attendance  bill,  and 
a  change  in  the  present  system  for  the  removal  of  the  grade  of  F  by  retaking 
the  course. 

D.  W.  Lyons,  Chairman  of  the  Welfare  Committee,  announced  that  the  com- 
mittee was  planning  to  make  a  study  of  fringe  benefits  at  Clemson  as  compa-red 
with  other  institutions  and,  in  connection  with  this,  to  seek  the  improvement 
of  recreational  facilities  available  to  the  faculty. 

J.  F.  Pearce,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  to  Study  Advanta^ges  and  Disad- 
vantages of  the  Quarter  System  and  Other  Methods  of  Operations,  reported  on 
the  activities  of  the  committee.   After  mentioning  specific  problems  to  be 
found  in  connection  with  the  operation  of  the  University  on  the  present  calendar 
and  outlining  the  results  of  a  study  made  in  this  respect  by  an  agency  in  Texas, 
he  recommended  that  a  copy  of  the  advantages  and  disadvantages  of  the  semester 
and  quarter  systems  of  operation  be  sent  to  each  member  of  the  Faculty  Senate 
for  his  study.   The  committee  plans  to  poll  the  Senate  at  the  next  meeting  in 
order  to  determine  the  general  consensus  before  further  investigation  is  under- 
taken. 

The  proposed  Liaison  Committee,  consisting  of  representatives  from  the 
Faculty  Senate,  the  Student  Senate,  and  the  Administration,  has  been  accepted 
by  the  Administration.   It  is  expected  that  the  members  of  the  committee  will 
be  appointed  shortly.   It  is  to  include  the  President  of  the  Faculty  Senate 
and  two  others  appointed  by  him,  the  President  of  the  Student  Senate  and  two 
others  appointed  by  him,  and  three  members  from  the  Administration,  representing 
Student  Affairs,  Development,  and  Academic  Affairs.   The  committee,  which  is 
to  meet  twice  monthly,  is  not  to  be  a  decision-making  group,  but  each  member 
will  report  back  to  the  organization  he  represents.   A.  W.  Rigsby,  Assistant 
to  the  President,  will  be  a  non-voting  member  and  serve  as  Secretary.

Several  items  were  presented  to  be  transmitted  to  the  Senate  representative 
on  the  University  Parking  Committee.   These  included:   (1)  a  combination  zone 
parking  decal  to  be  used  by  husband  and  wife  faculty  members  who  are  employed 
in  different  areas  of  the  campus,  (2)  the  granting  of  faculty  parking  privileges 
in  zones  designated  for  students  when  faculty  space  is  unavailable,  and  (3)  the 
granting  of  general  parking  permits  to  be  issued  by  the  individual  departments 
to  persons  involved  in  official  business  in  other  areas  of  the  campus.

The  Department  of  State  has  recently  announced  to  some  2,300  applicants 
that  senior  research  scholax  and  lecturer  Fulbright  awards  will  he  reduced 
from  587  this  current  year  to  no  more  than  200  for  the  19^9-70  academic  year. 

This  action  is  only  one  indication  of  the  numerous  austerity  measures 
heing  effected  by  the  federal  government  and  other  actions  of  this  nature,  some 
of  which  may  affect  drastically  programs  on  this  campus,  must  be  anticipated.

UNDERGRADUATE  INSTITUTIONS  ATTENDED  BY  CLSMSON  GRADUATE  STUDENTS 

The  present  almost  700  graduate  students  at  Clemson  come  from  170  different 
undergraduate  colleges  and  universities  located  in  UO  different  states.   In- 
dicative of  the  geographical  distribution,  graduate  students  have  come  to  Clemson 
from  the  University  of  Maine  and  the  University  of  Miami  in  Florida,  and  from 
the  University  of  Rhode  Island  as  well  as  from  the  California  Polytechnic 
Institute. 

Roughly  one-third  of  the  graduate  population  comes  from  an  undergraduate 
program  at  Clemson--this  is  just  a  trifle  lower  than  the  percentage  at  most 
land  grant  institutions.   The  smaller,  private  colleges  of  the  southeast  send 
a  number  of  their  graduates  to  our  Graduate  School,  but  graduate  enrollment 
continues  each  year  to  exhibit  greater  geographical  distribution. 

Graduate  enrollment  gains  were  greatest  this  year  in  the  College  of  Engi- 
neering.

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MINUTES  OF  THE  OCTOBER  RESEARCH  FACULTY  COUNCIL  MEETING 

The  Research  Faculty  Council  convened  two  October  sessions  at  U:00  p.m. 
Oct.  15  and  22  in  Room  28  Tillman  Hall. 

The  committee  appointed  to  study  faculty  advancement  to  the  rank  of  full 
professor  recommended  that  any  additional  considerations  be  undertaken  in 
cooperation  with  the  Faculty  Senate. 

A  policy  committee  report  recommended  that  M.S.  and  Ph.D.  degrees  should 
require  a  thesis,  and  these  degree  designations  should  be  reserved  for  degrees 
that  require  a  thesis.  A  majority  of  the  council  members  voted  in  favor  of 
the  recommendation.  This  item  is  still  under  consideration. 

The  Council  adopted  a  resolution  that  the  complete  minutes  be  published 
in  the  Newsletter. 

The  Council  wishes  to  remind  faculty  members  of  a  campus-wide  contract 
with  a  major  supply  company.  Use  of  this  service  may  save  money  on  many  items. 

The  Co\incil  discussed  the  recent  administration  proposal  concerning  the 
housing  of  graduate  students  in  the  Clemson  House  d\iring  periods  when  the 
dormitories  axe  closed.  The  committee  on  housing  recommended  that  a  dormitory 
be  designated  as  a  graduate  student  dormitory  for  year-around  occupancy. 

A  committee  was  appointed  to  consider  the  University  leave  policy,  and 
to  compare  Clemson' s  leave  policy  with  that  of  other  institutions. 

Other  items  discussed  included  (a)  facilities  for  central  chemical  storage, 
(b)  review  of  the  statement  on  academic  freedom  in  the  Faculty  Manual,  and  its 
relation  to  the  Research  Faculty,  (c)  outside  work  by  faculty  members,  and  (d) 
sabbatical  leave  policy.

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SUMMAEY  OF  THE  MINUTES  OF  THE  FACULTY  SENATE,  NOVEMBER  12,  I968 

The  Faculty  Senate  was  polled  by  J.  F.  Pearce,  Chairman  of  the  Committee 
to  Study  Advantages  and  Disadvantages  of  the  Quarter  System  and  Other  Methods 
of  Operation,  in  order  to  determine  if  the  Senate  felt  that  the  disadvantages 
of  the  present  semester  system  were  sufficient  to  warrant  additional  action  by 
the  committee.   The  Senate  voted  against  the  continuation  of  the  committee's 
investigation,  thereby  in  effect  dissolving  the  committee. 

A  motion  was  passed  to  have  an  appropriate  committee  draw  up  a  statement 
expressing  the  sentiment  of  the  Faculty  Senate  on  the  question  of  whether  or 
not  the  ROTC  program  at  Clemson  should  be  mandatory.  Following  a  lengthy  dis- 
cussion, it  was  decided  that  after  the  Policy  Committee  has  prepared  such  a 
statement  it  will  be  reported  back  to  the  Senate  for  a  vote. 

J.  V.  Brawley,  Jr.  will  be  the  Faculty  Senate  representative  on  the  pro- 
posed University  Commdttee  on  Recreational  Facilities  at  Clemson. 

D.  W.  Lyons,  Chairman  of  the  Welfare  Committee,  received  an  affirmative 
response  in  his  request  to  continue  to  collect  information  on  fringe  benefits 
at  Clemson  as  compared  with  other  institutions  and  to  circulate  comparison 
studies  of  salary  scales. 

B.  J.  Prochaska,  representing  the  Policy  Committee,  recommended  that  the 

proposal  concerning  the  nature  and  scope  of  Faculty  Senate  activities,  which 

had  been  brought  before  the  Senate  in  August,  be  replaced  by  the  following 
statement  of  policy: 

(a)  That  Committee  Chairmen  maintain  a  list  of  all  active  and  inactive 
projects.   The  list  should  be  revised  at  each  committee  meeting  or 
as  required.  Active  projects  should  be  listed  in  order  of  priority 
SLnd  each  committee's  attention  should  be  directed  to  the  most 
important  projects. 

(b)  That  all  committee  reports  be  made  to  the  Senate  in  writing.  Where 
possible  committee  reports  should  be  distributed  to  members  prior 
to  the  meetings. 

(c)  That  all  proposed  resolutions  be  submitted  in  writing. 

(d)  That  the  President  consider  the  development  of  a  specific  set  of 
operating  procedures  which  will  augment  and  expedite  parliamentary 
procedures  during  regular  Senate  sessions. 

J.  K.  Reed,  Chairman  of  the  Admissions  and  Scholarship  Committee,  reported 
that  the  committee  has  considered  three  proposals  from  the  Student  Senate.   A 
proposal  to  liberalize  class  attendance  was  generally  favored  by  t.he  committee 
with  the  reservation  that  some  considered  class  participation  a  valuable  part 
of  some  courses.  A  pass-fail  system  for  a  limited  number  of  courses  was  ac- 
ceptable in  principle  but  certain  details  were  asked  for.   The  committee  will 
make  no  recommendation  on  these  two  items  until  the  next  meeting  of  the  Faculty 
Senate.  A  third  item  concerning  the  traditional  minor  field  of  concentration 
was  not  considered  as  part  of  the  responsibility  of  the  committee.

He  was 
co-author  of  the  Smith-Lever  Act  which  established  agricultural  extension 
services  at  the  nation's  land-grant  colleges  and  institutions. 

"Mr.  Lever  served  South  Carolina  and  the  nation  in  many  important  ways," 
said  President  Robert  C.  Edwards,  "but  we  on  the  Clemson  campus  especially 
remember  his  long  tenure  as  a  life  trustee.  We  are  delighted  that  his  name 
can  be  perpetuated  at  Clemson  in  naming  this  dormitory  in  his  honor." 

Mr.  Lever's  service  as  life  trustee  covered  27  years,  1913  to  1940.

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0^0^^    1968  ALUMNI  LOYALTY  FUND  GRANTS 

The  1968  Clemson  Alumni  Loyalty  Fund  exceeded  by  nearly  $26,000  any  previous 
unrestricted  gift  income,  and  thus  was  able  to  add  that  amount  to  grants  to  the 
University.   The  Loyalty  Fund  total  income  was  $145,978.74,  an  amount  that  has 
been  exceeded  only  three  times  since  the  Fund  began  in  1956  —  and  each  of  those 
years  was  boosted  by  large  non-recurring  special  gifts  of  $103,000  in  one  instance, 
$50,000  in  another  and  $15,000  in  another.   There  was  no  such  gift  in  1968. 

The  1968  Loyalty  Fund  also  received  its  highest  percentage  of  support  from 
Clemson  alumni  who  are  University  staff  members  —  57  per  cent  of  these  alumni 
made  gifts  to  the  1968  Fund. 

The  success  of  last  year's  Fund  enabled  an  increase  by  three  (from  five  to 
eight)  the  number  of  Alumni  Professorships  now  sponsored  by  the  Alumni  Association. 

[  The  following  grants  were  made  from  the  unrestricted  income  of  the  Loyalty 

Fund:   R.  F.  Poole  Scholarships  ($15,000);  Alumni  Memorial  Scholarships  ($1,200); 
Faculty  Research  and  Development  ($4,000);  Alumni  Professorships  ($11,500);  Grad- 
uate School  ($10,000);  Student  Activities  ($8,000);  University  Contingency 
($12,000);  University  Permanent  Endowment  ($20,101.98);  The  Clemson  World,  alumni 
publication  ($11,086.33);  and  the  Loyalty  Fund  Reserve  ($6,000).   The  Fund  also 
paid  the  $37,550.51  operating  costs  of  the  Alumni  Association  for  1968.

The  following  new  senators  have  been  elected  with  terms  expiring  as  indi- 
cated:  Paul  K.  Birkhead,  Chemistry  and  Geology,  1970;  Aileen  S.  Prevost, 
Nursing,  1972;  Dorothy  H.  Davenport,  Nursing,  Fall,  I969.   The  resignation  of 
C.  0.  Shuler,  Industrial  Management,  and  the  appointment  of  Marshall  S.  Hahn, 
Industrial  Education,  as  a  temporary  replacement  during  the  spring  semester 
for  H.  E.  Morgan,  Jr. ,  was  announced. 

Kenneth  N.  Vickery,  Dean  of  Admissions  and  Registration,  addressed  the 
Senate  concerning  various  questions  currently  under  study.   Items  discussed 
included  scheduling  and  registration,  the  university  calendar  as  compared  with 
that  of  other  institutions,  the  pass-fail  grading  system,  and  the  removable 
F  grade. 

The  appointment  of  E.  B.  Rogers  and  D.  W.  Lyons  as  Senate  representatives 
on  the  Medical  Service  Liaison  Committee  was  announced. 

The  Committee  on  Policy  recommended  that  no  action  be  t^iken  on  the  pro- 
posed study  of  the  procedures  and  policies  concerning  the  granting  of  emeritus 
status  at  Clemson.   A  motion  by  S.  M.  Lukawecki,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Policy,  that  the  Senate  support  the  proposal  that  the  ROTC  program  at  Clemson 
be  voluntary,  was  passed  by  a  vote  of  21  to  10.  This  matter  is  also  being  con- 
sidered by  the  Administration-Faculty-Student  Council  and  the  University  Long 
Range  Plajining  Committee.   J.  N.  Thurston,  Chairman  of  the  President's  Advisory 
Committee  on  Long  Range  Academic  Planning,  reported  that  a  decision  would  be 
anno\inced  shortly. 

A  resolution  presented  by  J.  C.  Mullins  of  the  Welfare  Committee  providing 
that  one  or  more  designated  dormitories  be  available  for  study  occupancy  con- 
tinuously over  a  twelve-month  period,  including  holidays,  and  that  information 
as  to  which  dormitories  are  to  remain  open  should  be  disseminated  to  all  incoming 
foreign  students  and  new  graduate  students  by  the  Housing  Office  was  passed 
unanimously. 

D.  W.  Lyons,  Chairman  of  the  Welfare  Committee,  announced  that  plans  were 
being  made  to  form  a  Faculty  Ski  Club.  All  interested  persons  were  asked  to 
contact  him  or  Walton  H.  Owens  in  Social  Science.

SUMMARY  OF  THE  MINUTES  OF  THE  FACULTY  SENATE,  JANUARY  28,  I969 

After  much  discussion  concerning  a  proposed  change  in  regulations  which 
would  allow  grades  of  C,  D,  or  F  previously  earned  in  a  course  taken  at  Clemson 
to  "be  disregarded  in  the  computation  of  his  grade-point  ratio  after  a  student 
had  repeated  the  course,  the  Senate  voted  that  it  would  not  favor  a  change  which 
would  permit  the  exclusion  of  certain  grades  in  the  computation  of  the  grade- 
point  ratio.  This  proposal  had  originated  in  the  Student  Senate  and  had  been 
modified  by  the  Admissions  and  Scholarship  Committee  of  the  Faculty  Senate. 

Acting  at  the  request  of  the  University  Parking  and  Traffic  Control  Com- 
mittee, the  Senate  voted  in  order  to  voice  its  reaction  to  a  proposal  which 
would  allow  all  Clemson  students,  regardless  of  class  or  academic  status,  to 
register  and  operate  motor  vehicles  on  the  campus,  and  which  would  provide  for 
the  addition  of  adequate  parking  facilities.   The  Senate  voted  that  it  would 
present  no  objection  to  the  proposal. 

In  order  to  prevent  future  conflicts  between  examination  schedules  and  extra- 
curricular activities,  the  Senate  passed  a  resolution  stating  that  no  student 
shall  be  given  a  special  examination  or  have  the  date  of  his  examination  changed 
from  the  time  originally  set  because  of  participation  in  any  extra-curricular 
activity  of  any  nature,  regardless  of  sponsorship.  This  rule  does  not  apply  to 
changes  authorized  by  the  proper  committee  dealing  with  academic  hardship  cases. 

It  was  annoimced  that  Boyd  J.  Todd,  from  the  School  of  Industrial  Manage- 
ment and  Textile  Science,  will  fill  a  vacancy  in  the  Senate  created  by  the 
resignation  of  C.  0.  Shuler. 
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MINUTES  OF  THE  DECEMBER  RESEARCH  FACULTY  COUNCIL  MEETING 

The  Research  Faculty  Co\incil  convened  its  December  session  at  U:00  p.m., 
December  17,  in  Room  28  Tillman  Hall. 

The  Research  Faculty  Council  has  recommended  to  the  Graduate  Council  that 
the  Master  of  Science  sind  Doctor  of  Philosophy  designations  be  reserved  for 
degrees  that  require  a  thesis. 

The  Research  Faculty  Council  also  has  recommended  that  the  Graduate  Council 
consider  the  advisability  of  publishing  the  time,  date,  place  and  title  of  all 
Ph.D.  final  oral  exams. 

A  report  from  the  Personnel  Relations  Committee  indicated  that  problems 
involving  graduate  students  and  their  faculty  advisors  should  be  handled  at  the 
department  level. 

A  discussion  occurred  concerning  the  proper  authority  for  signing  M.S.  and 
Ph.D.  theses.   The  general  consensus  was  that  only  the  major  committee  chairman, 
who  has  directly  supervised  the  research  project,  should  certify  the  thesis. 

Several  questions  were  discussed  concerning  the  responsibilities  of  the 
University  and  research  faculty  menibers  for  injuries  incurred  by  employees,  and 
accidents  occurring  during  and  after  reg\ilar  working  hours.   There  was  also 
some  question  concerning  the  feasibility  of  defining  specific  time  limits  for 
official  duties  of  research  faculty  meiobers.  A  council  member  was  appointed  to 
inquire  into  the  definitions  and  responsibilities  as  they  are  currently  written.

CLEMSON  FOUNDATION  PASSES  $1,000,000 

If  the  first  million  dollars  is  the  toughest,  then  the  Clemson  University 
Foundation  passed  a  major  hurdle  in  1968.   On  December  31,  1968  the  Foundation's 
assets  had  reached  the  $1,027,898.17  mark  (book  value).   The  Clemson  Foundation 
was  established  in  1933.   Thus,  the  acquiring  of  the  first  million  required  35 
years.   The  Foundation's  assets  have  been  increased  by  $637,129.54  in  the  last 
decade.   The  Permanent  Endowment  Fund  of  the  Foundation  is  nearing  the  1-1/2 
million  mark.   It  now  stands  at  $472,031.33. 

DR.  HAROLD  N.  COOLEDGE,  JR.,  TO  BECOME  UNIVERSITY  MARSHAL 

On  July  1,  1969?  Dr.  Harold  N.  Cooledge,  Jr.,  Aliimni  Professor  of  Archi- 
tecture, will  become  University  Marshal  for  a  three-year  term  ending  on  July 
1,  1972.  Dr.  Cooledge  will  succeed  Dr.  M.  A.  Owings,  who  has  been  University 
Marshal  since  the  position  was  first  established  in  November,  I96I. 

Dr.  Cooledge  holds  the  Bachelor  of  Science  and  Bachelor  of  Architecture 
degrees  from  Harvard  University.   He  received  the  Master  of  Arts  and  the  Doctor 
of  Philosophy  degrees  from  the  University  of  Pennsylvania.  Joining  the  Clemson 
University  faculty  in  1957,  Dr.  Cooledge  was  appointed  Alumni  Professor  of 
Architecture  on  November  1,  19^5 .   During  the  academic  year,  I967-I968,  he  was 
on  sabbatical  leave  and  was  in  residence  at  Duke  University  as  a  Humanities 
Fe3J.ow  in  the  Cooperative  Program  in  the  Humanities  sponsored  by  Duke  University 
and  the  University  of  North  Carolina. 

As  University  Marshal,  Dr.  Cooledge  will  assist  with  the  planning  and 
supervising  of  all  formal  University  Convocations  and  other  ceremonial  occasions 
at  the  University.   In  his  position  a.s  University  Marshal  he  will  report  directly 
to  the  Assistant  Dean  of  the  University.

After 
much  discussion,  ranging  from  the  inclusion  of  courses  in  the  student's  minor 
field  of  concentration  as  an  exception  to  the  general  merits  of  the  system  in 
regard  to  whether  or  not  it  actually  encouraged  scholarship  on  the  part  of  students, 
a  substitute  motion  was  made  requesting  that  the  Senate  be  polled  in  order  to 
get  approval  or  disapproval  of  the  principle  of  a  pass-fail  system-   After  the 
substitute  motion  was  passed,  in  favor  of  the  pass-fail  system,  a  motion  to  table 
the  original  motion  was  carried.

A  resolution  presented  by  the  Admissions  and  Scholarship  Committee  providing 
for  the  establishment  of  a  pass-fail  grading  system  was  adopted.  This  resolution 
provides  that  Juniors  and  Seniors,  with  the  approval  of  their  advisors,  may  elect 
one  course  each  semester,  for  a  maximum  of  foiirteen  semester  hours  from  their 
electives,  to  be  taken  under  the  pass-fail  system.  Credit  earned  will  apply 
toward  graduation,  but  will  not  be  used  in  the  computation  of  the  grade-point 
ratio.  The  passing  designation  will  reflect  the  equivalent  of  the  grade  of  C 
or  better.  The  resolution  provides  for  a  review  and  evaluation  of  the  system 
two  years  from  its  installation. 

After  much  discussion  involving  a  recommendation  from  the  Admissions  and 
Scholarship  Committee  which  stated  that  the  Senate  sho\xld  not  endorse  the  elimi- 
nation of  Saturday  classes,  the  Senate  passed  a  motion  from  the  floor  that  the 
Senate  should  go  on  record  in  favor  of  the  elimination  of  Saturday  classes. 

A  resolution  recognizing  the  service  of  Dr.  Hugh  H.  McGarity,  now  retired 
after  twenty-one  years  as  a  member  of  the  faculty  of  Clemson  University,  pro- 
fessor and  director  of  the  Clemson  University  Glee  Club,  expressing  the  appreci- 
ation of  the  Senate,  and  resolving  that  he  be  given  credit  as  the  composer  of 
the  music  of  the  Clemson  Alma  Mater,  was  passed  unanimously.

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CODE  OF  LAWS  AMENDED 


In  response  to  recommendations  from  Clemson  University,  the  South  Carolina 
Legislature  amended  the  Code  of  Laws  to  permit  procurement  of  liability  insurance 
by  institutions  of  higher  learning  in  the  State. 

Liability  insurance  has  been  secured  by  the  University  providing  benefits 
and  protection  to  all  faculty,  staff  and  student  employees  (during  working  hours) 
who  may  be  legally  liable  to  third  persons  who  are  injured  or  killed  or  whose 
property  is  damaged  as  a  result  of  actual  or  alleged  negligence  of  the  employee 
in  the  performance  of  his  or  her  regularly  assigned  duties.   Additionally,  coverage 
is  provided  against  false  arrest,  detention  or  imprisonment,  malicious  prosecution, 
libel,  slander,  defamation,  violation  of  right  of  privacy,  wrongful  entry  or 
eviction  or  other  invasion  of  right  of  private  occupancy.   Coverage  is  also  pro- 
vided to  those  who  may  become  liable  in  the  handling  of  fissionable  materials. 

Faculty  and  staff  members  should  be  aware  that  the  protection  provided  does 
not  include  second  party  (or  fellow  employee)  coverage.   Students  (when  not  in 
employee  status)  and  non-University  employees  are  considered  as  third  parties  and 
coverage  is  provided  for  benefit  and  protection  against  loss  from  suit  by  these 
persons. 


SPECIAL  DEDUCTION  OF  SUMMER  INSURANCE  PRMIUMS  FOR  TEACHING  FACULTY 

1.  The  last  salary  check  (l/l8  of  contract  salary)  for  the  academic  year 
1968-69  will  be  issued  on  May  9  to  each  member  of  the  faculty  who  is  paid  on  an 
academic  year  basis. 

2.  The  Accounting  Division  will  deduct  authorized  insurance  premiums  for 
the  months  of  May,  June  and  July  from  the  salary  checks  to  be  issued  on  May  9. 
The  August  insurance  premiums  will  be  deducted  from  the  August  31  salary  check 
(the  first  check  for  the  I969-7O  academic  year). 

3.  Any  member  of  the  teaching  faculty  who  will  not  return  for  the  1969-70 
session  may  continue  his  insurance  coverage  through  August  31,  if  ^e  so  desires, 
by  delivering  a  check  in  the  correct  amount  to  Mr.  W.  J.  Stamey  in  the  Personnel 
Office  prior  to  May  9,  I969.   The  check  (or  checks)  should  be  payable  to  the 
insuring  organization,  not  to'  Clemson  University.

the  Graduates  will  be  seated  on  the  basketball  court.

Also  faculty  members  are  asked  to  come  to  the  Coliseum  dressed  in  academic  attire 
because  there  are  no  facilities  for  depositing  and  securing  civilian  apparel. 
Likewise,  faculty  members  are  requested  to  observe  certain  \iniformities  respecting 
the  clothing  worn  with  academic  attire: 

a.  Women  sho\ild  wear  dark  dresses  and  dark  shoes  with  low  or 
medium  heels.  Men  sho\ild  wear  dark  shoes  and  preferably 
dark  trousers.  Coats  need  not  be  worn  except  in  the  case 
of  those  wearing  Master's  gowns;  dark  coats  or  blouses  with 
dark  sleeves  axe  needed  with  these.

Report: 


Black  Studies  Programs  and  Civil  Rights 

On  March  5,  1969,  the  Office  for  Civil  Riglits  of  the  U.S.  Department  of  Health,  Education,  and 
Welfare  warned  all  colleges  and  universities  participating  in  Federal  assistance  programs  against  violating 
the  Civil  Rights  Act  of  1964  when  establishing  black  studies  programs.    The  theme  of  the  annual  meet- 
ing program  of  the  American  Council  on  Education,  to  be  held  in  Washington  on  October  8-10,  1969, 
is  to  be  "The  Campus  and  the  Racial  Crisis"  and  will  deal  in  part  with  black  studies.     Because  the 
HEW  memorandum  raises  immediate  questions,  it  seems  useful  to  provide  now  for  ACE  members  a 
document  based  on  some  of  the  materials  being  reviewed  for  the  meeting. 


Text  of  the  Memorandum  from  the  Office  for  Civil  Rights,  dated  March,  1969 

It  has  come  to  our  attention  that  many  colleges  and  universities  are  initiating  special  programs  for  Negro  and  other 
minority  group  students.    These  programs  range  from  those  tliat  will  help  tlie  minority  student  who  may  have  unique 
problems  to  those  that  look  to  the  establishment  of  a  separate  school  on  campus  solely  for  the  use  of  the  minority  stu- 
dent.   We  wish  to  make  you  aware  that,  for  whatever  minority  group  is  sought  to  be  served,  certain  actions  on  the  part 
of  an  institution  of  higher  education  constitute  a  violation  of  compliance  requirements  of  Title  VI  of  the  Civil  Riglits  Act 
of  1964. 

1.  Separate  Housing  for  Students  Based  on  Race-All  housing  which  is  owned,  operated  or  supported  by  the  insti- 
tution or  a  public  agency  must  be  available  to  all  students  without  regard  to  race,  color  or  national  origin  and  assign- 
ment to  such  housing  must  be  made  in  a  nondiscriminatory  manner. 

2.  Separate  Social  Activity  Spacc-\\1iere  the  institution  donates  or  otherwise  makes  available  institution-owned 
facilities  or  land  for  student  use  or  activities  or  where  it  provides  funds  or  other  financial  assistance  to  acquire  or  operate 
facilities  for  such  activities,  it  must  be  assured  that  the  activities  are  to  be  operated  without  discrimination  based  on  race, 
color  or  national  origin. 

3.  Separate  Colleges.  Schools  or  Institutes-Every  service  and  benefit  offered  by  the  institution  to  students  must  be 
open  and  available  to  all  students  without  regard  to  race,  color  or  national  origin. 

The  Office  for  Civil  Riglits  has  encouraged,  and  will  continue  to  support,  the  institutions'  efforts  to  recruit,  enroll 
and  matriculate  "higli  risk"  students,  minority  or  otherwise,  and  to  offer  such  students  a  well-rounded  and  relevant  social 
and  academic  environment  on  campus.    However,  we  must  enforce  the  Congressional  intent  of  prohibiting  Federally 
assisted  institutions  from  offering  services  and  benefits  which  result  in  segregation  on  the  basis  of  race.    We  realize  that 
each  institution  is  confronted  by  separate  and  unique  problems,  and  we  are  prepared  to  discuss  the  legality  of  any  pro- 
gram with  individual  college  representatives.    Mr.  Solomon  Arbeitcr,  the  Higlicr  Education  Coordinator  of  my  office,  is 
tlie  mdividual  to  contact  in  this  regard.

Black  Studies  Programs  and  Civil  Rights  Violations 

W.  TODD  FURNISS 
Director,  Commission  on  Academic  Affairs 

The  warning  issued  on  March  5,  1969,  by  the  Office  for  Civil  Rights  of  the  Department  of  Health, 
Education,  and  Welfare  indicates  that  three  specific  practices  of  some  colleges  and  universities  constitute 
violations  of  the  Civil  Rights  Act  of  1964  and  thus  may  jeopardize  the  eligibiUty  of  the  institutions  to 
qualify  for  Federal  funds.    The  practices  all  concern  the  establishment  of  programs  or  facihties  on  the 
basis  of  race:     separate  housing  for  students;  separate  social  activities  space;  and  separate  colleges,  schools, 
or  institutes.    The  warning  poses  some  possibly  difficult  problems  for  institutions  like  Antioch,  Harvard, 
Berkeley,  and  Federal  City  College  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  which  have  already  adopted  or  are  now 
considering  the  adoption  of  "black  studies"  programs  with  one  or  more  of  the  prohibited  features.^ 
Others,  like  Yale,  Cornell,  and  a  large  group  of  colleges  which  so  far  have  only  instituted  a  few  courses 
that  are  open  to  both  white  and  black  students,  may  for  now  be  avoiding  Civil  Rights  Act  problems. 
But  many  of  the  institutions  in  this  group  are  encountering  continuing  pressure  for  separate  programs, 
faculties,  and  facilities  for  black  students;  some  of  them  are  already  operating  special  programs  for  high- 
risk  black  students  both  before  and  after  their  admission  to  college;  and  a  few  are  considering  whether 
special  preferences  based  on  race  are  to  be  incorporated  into  the  pohcies  and  practices  of  the  institution 
as  an  entity  within  the  community— as  employer,  investor,  or  force  in  community  planning.    How  should 
they  respond  to  these  pressures? 

The  issue  of  Federal  funding  and  the  possible  violation  of  the  Civil  Rights  Act  of  1964  -is  by  no 
means  the  only— or  even  the  most  important— issue    raised    by    black    studies.      The    black    student 
activist  would  likely  put  Federal  funding  very  low  on  the  priorities  for  his  attention.    The  average  fac- 
ulty member  is  likely  to  be  more  concerned  about  the  quality  of  the  curriculum.    Others,  inside  and 
outside  the  college,  will  be  concerned  about  the  redress  of  wrongs  and  the  mechanisms  for  redress.    And 
still  others  will  consider  only  such  issues  as  integration  versus  separatism,  or  responses  made  to  demands 
of  one  minority  as  offering  precedents  for  meeting  possible  demands  of  other  ethnic  minorities-Mexican- 
Americans,  American  Indians,  Jews,  foreign  students,  or  even  the  recently  formed  Queens  College  group 
I.R.I.S.H.    Thus,  as  college  and  university  presidents,  curriculum  committees,  and  others  consider  their 
practices,  adopted  or  proposed,  in  the  liglit  of  the  Civil  Rights  Act,  they  will  have  also  to  weigh  other 
factors.    What  follows  is  an  attempt  to  isolate  these  factors  by  describing  and  categorizing  the  curricular 
responses  made  thus  far  to  the  problems  of  one  minority  in  America,  the  Negroes. 

This  review  begins  with  the  standard  curriculum,  which  forms  the  academic  base  of  most  American 
colleges  and  universities,  a  curriculum  designed  by  whites  for  whites  and  containing  little  information 
about  historical  or  present-day  black  experience.    The  two  principal  modifications,  which  I  call  Black 
Studies  A  and  Black  Studies  B,  are  described  next,  and  are  followed  by  a  summary  of  the  issues  that  seem 
still  to  be  unsolved. 


Antioch,  for  its  black  studies  institute  and  a.'sociated  dormitory  facilities;  Harvard,  for  the  proposed  "social  and  cultural  center  for  black 
students- something  of  a  counterpart  to  Hillel  House  for  Jewish  students,  the  Newman  Center  for  Catholic  students,  and  the  International 
Student  Center."    See  below  for  Berkeley  and  Federal  City  College.    According  to  the  Chronicle  of  Higher  Education  (March  10,  1969) 
"about  a  dozen"  private  institutions  besides  Antioch  have  also  been  questioned  about  activities  that  exclude  white  students.    The  names 
of  the  institutions  have  not  been  released. 
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THE  STANDARD  CURRICULUM 

For  simplicity  I  shall  use  "white  colleges"  to  include  those  four-year  colleges  and  universities  that 
have  traditionally  enrolled  a  preponderance  of  students  other  than  Negroes.    The  number  in  America 
today  is  about   1,400.    At  the  latest  count,  the  colleges  traditionally  enrolling  a  predominantly  Negro 
student  body  number  about  110.     Virtually  all  offer  what  I  have  called  the  "standard  curriculum,"  de- 
vised by  white  scholars  in  the  sciences,  history,  the  social  sciences,  hterature,  the  arts,  and  the  profes- 
sions.   Commonly  the  materials  used,  except  when  they  deal  at  an  advanced  level  with  foreign  cultures, 
were  prepared  by  white  Americans.    The  aim  of  the  institutions  is  to  ready  their  students  to  live  and 
work  in  American  society  as  it  now  is. 

The  standard  curriculum,  besides  its  white  orientation,  is  predicated  on  minimum  requirements  for 
admission  which,  though  varying  from  institution  to  institution,  are  stringent  enough  to  keep  out  those 
whose  native  ability  may  be  good  but  whose  standard  test  scores  and  academic  preparation  fail  to  dis- 
close it.    Further,  access  to  an  increasing  number  of  desirable  jobs  in  America  requires  at  least  a  two- 
year  collegiate  certificate,  which,  again,  has  its  academic  base  on  the  standard  curriculum. 

Several  arguments  against  maintaining  the  standard  curriculum  have  been  advanced.    For  example, 
it  is  said  to  inform  students  inadequately  about  the  historical  or  contemporary  role  of  Negroes  in 
America.    For  this  reason,  it  is  often  called  a  "racist"  curriculum.    The  curriculum  is  criticized  because 
it  is  taught  in  terms  and  with  materials  that,  it  is  claimed,  cannot  be  readily  grasped  by  many  Negroes. 
Also,  opponents  assert  that  it  is  designed  only  to  prepare  white  students  for  a  white  world  and,  there- 
fore, neglects  important  needs  of  white  and  black  students  who  are  preparing  to  work  with  or  in  the 
black  community.    A  final  criticism,  not  curricular  in  character,  applies  to  white  colleges  and  claims 
that  these  institutions  provide  no  social  center  or  retreat  for  minority  black  students  where  they  can, 
when  they  wish,  be  themselves  and  take  off  the  masks  they  assume  when  they  deal  with  whites. 

Many  thoughtful  educators  have  recognized  these  criticisms  as  valid  and  have  proposed  what  I  have 
called  Black  Studies  A. 

A  distinction  needs  to  be  made  here.    "African  Studies"  is  a  term  proper  to  the  standard  curricu- 
lum and  refers  to  studies  of  Africa-its  history,  culture,  language,  geography,  economics,  and  so  forth. 
It  is  the  study  of  a  foreign,  not  an  American,  culture.    There  are  now  13  African  Studies  language  and 
area  centers  on  American  campuses,  all  funded  in  part  by  the  Federal  government.    The  centers  may 
provide  their  campuses  with  limited  services  for  black  studies  curricula,  sketching  in  the  African  back- 
ground of  the  black  American  experience,  and  they  may  open  their  language  courses  to  the  general  stu- 
dent.   In  what  follows,  I  preserve  this  common  definition  of  African  Studies.     For  studies  dealing 
principally  with  American  Negroes,  I  have  chosen  to  use  "black  studies"  rather  than  the  equally  common 
"Afro-American  studies,"  chiefiy  to  avoid  confusion  with  African  Studies. 

BLACK  STUDIES  A 

Black  Studies  A  is  a  modification  of  the  standard  curriculum  designed  to  correct  faults  with  respect 
to  the  black  experience  in  this  country.    Curricular  modifications  at  present  range  from  a  single  course 
in  Afro-American  history  to  a  bachelor's  degree  program  which  comprises  related  courses  in  several  fields. 
Because  some  important  elements  are  not  included  within  Black  Studies  A,  it  is  worth  listing  what  is 
included. 

The  elements  of  Black  Studies  A  fall  into  four  categories:     course  work  and  programs  for  credit; 
workshops  and  institutes;  cultural  adjuncts;  and  social  programs.    The  credit  programs  are  based  on 
courses,  the  most  common  being  those  in  the  history  of  the  Negro  in  America  and  carrying  titles  such 
as  "The  Negro  in  the  American  Experience"  and  "Afro-American  History."    Next  most  common  are 
courses  in  literature:     "Afro-American  Literary  Relations,"  "Black  Literature  and  Culture,"  "Recent 
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Black-American  Literature."    And  there  is  a  scattering  of  courses  in  other  fields:     "The  Political  Econ- 
omy of  Racial  Discrimination,"  "Negro  Politics  in  Urban  America,"  "The  Sociology  of  Poverty," 
"Afro-American  Contemporary  Politics,"  "The  Negro  in  Music,"  and  the  like. 

Some  of  these  courses  incorporate  an  especially  noteworthy  element:     they  are  designed  to  give 
students  off-campus  experience  in  the  black  community.    The  purposes  include:     introducing  students 
firsthand  to  the  community  they  are  studying,  providing  data  for  research  programs  (the  ghetto  as 
laboratory),  and  helping  the  black  community. 

Generally,  the  courses  offered  are  not  integrated  into  programs,  either  as  minors  and  majors  for 
undergraduates  or  as  minors  for  graduate  students.    With  the  lead  given  by  Stanford,  Yale,  Cornell,  and 
Harvard,  such  concentrations  may  eventually  become  more  common,  but  at  least  two  serious  problems- 
staff  and  costs-  may  make  such  development  slow. 

To  institute  a  program  of  courses,  especially  if  it  is  at  all  comprehensive,  can  be  a  costly  enterprise. 
One  needs  only  to  look  at  Harvard's  estimates  of  the  new  faculty  needed  to  get  its  program  under  way: 
ten  new  positions  the  first  year.    And  even  when  the  money  is  available,  qualified  staff  may  not  be. 
Complaints  of  the  predominantly  Negro  colleges  over  the  raiding  of  their  better  faculty  are  being  heard 
in  increasing  numbers.    The  upshot  of  the  combination  of  high  cost  and  scarcity  of  staff  is  that  even 
those  institutions  persuaded  of  the  need  for  moving  into  Black  Studies  A  have  sometimes  had  to  settle 
for  very  little,  perhaps  only  a  series  of  lectures  by  visiting  speakers  each  semester. 

In  a  few  of  the  institutions  adopting  the  Black  Studies  A  approach,  training  black  students  for  the 
professions  such  as  medicine,  law,  and  business  will  raise  consideration  of  the  need  for  special  programs. 
To  the  extent  that  curricular  changes  are  called  for,  the  courses  involved  will  need  to  deal  with  the  ap- 
plication of  professional  knowledge  to  the  special  problems  of  the  black  community. 

Black  Studies  A  has  an  interesting  variant,  and  perhaps  a  surprising  one.    Predominantly  Negro 
colleges  miglit  have  been  expected  to  develop  their  own  speciaUzed  curricula,  very  different  from  any- 
thing established  or  contemplated  on  white  college  campuses.    This  seems  not  to  be  the  case.    In  the 
summer  of  1968,  the  Southern  Regional  Education  Board  (SREB)  assembled  a  group  to  recommend  ap- 
propriate curricula  for  the  black  colleges. ^     They  identified  the  principal  problem  of  existing  curricula 
as  their  orientation  toward  too  narrow  a  group  of  occupations  (teaching  for  women,  the  minor  white- 
collar  jobs  for  men)  and  came  out  strongly  for  what  looks  very  much  like  Black  Studies  A,  the  prin- 
cipal orientation  for  which  is  the  preparation  of  students  for  productive  lives  in  our  society  as  it  is, 
with  some,  but  secondary,  attention  to  the  history  and  current  problems  of  the  Negro.    Thus,  the 
recommendations  of  the  SREB  conference  do  not  occupy  a  separate  taxonomic  category. 

On  several  campuses,  black  and  white.  Black  Studies  A  activities  go  beyond  courses  and  in  addition 
include  noncredit  workshops  and  conferences  dealing  with  special  problems  of  the  black  community  or 
of  black  studies.    Ordinarily,  these  bring  together  limited  categories  of  participants  (e.g.,  health  workers, 
educational  administrators,  teachers,  librarians)  to  work  out  a  program  of  study,  to  foster  the  produc- 
tion of  educational  materials,  or  to  plan  a  program  of  action  in  the  community.    Several  such  work- 
shops were  funded  by  the  National  Endowment  for  the  Humanities  in  the  summer  of  1968.    The 
number  of  such  activities  may  be  expected  to  increase. 

Colleges  and  universities  have  also  shown  some  eagerness  to  provide  for  general  audiences,  on  cam- 
pus and  off,  a  variety  of  informational  and  cultural  activities  through  lectures,  concerts,  dramatic  pre- 
sentations, music  festivals,  and  exhibits.    A  good  many  of  these  cultural  presentations  took  place  during 
Black  History  Week,  February  7-15,  1969. 


^New  Careers  and  Curriculum  Change  (Atlanta,  Ga.:    Southern  Regional  Education  Board,  1968). 
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A  final,  but  currently  very  important,  note  on  Black  Studies  A:     Those  who  have  studied  the 
problems  of  the  black  student  on  the  white  campus  recognize  his  special  and  sometimes  serious  social 
problems  and  have  agreed  that  the  institution  should  attempt  to  accommodate  them.    Princeton,  for 
example,  has  involved  local  black  families  with  both  the  student  and  the  institution.     In  other  instances, 
separate  dormitory  or  social  facilities  have  been  prescribed,  but  these  latter  provisions  run  directly 
counter  to  the  terms  of  the  Civil  Rights  Act  as  interpreted  in  the  memorandum  from  the  Office  for 
Civil  Rights.    Whether  a  court  case  will  be  needed  to  determine  the  propriety  of  such  attempts  at  social 
segregation  remains  to  be  seen,  but  it  is  worth  noting  that  those  who  have  proposed  or  adopted  such 
segregation  in  their  Black  Studies  A  programs  have  done  so  only  at  the  social  level  but  not  at  the  cur- 
ricular  level. 

BLACK  STUDIES  B 

The  situation  with  the  proponents  of  Black  Studies  B,  however,  is  quite  different.    The  principal 
characteristic  of  Black  Studies  B  is  a  segregated  academic  program  for  black  students  only.    Usually 
coupled  with  Black  Studies  B  are  demands  for  a  separate  "black  studies  department,"  with  a  program 
determined  solely  by  black  students  and  faculty  and  tauglit  by  black  faculty  whose  qualifications  are  to 
be  determined  by  blacks  alone. 

Whereas  it  is  possible  to  identify  curricular  elements  of  Black  Studies  A,  it  has  been  very  difficult 
until  recently  to  say  what  Black  Studies  B  might  include.    Our  ignorance  stems  from  the  brevity  and 
opacity  of  most  of  the  proposals.    The  rhetoric  of  those  making  demands  and  often  of  their  supporters 
and  the  tactics  that  have  sometimes  accompanied  the  demands  have  raised  a  host  of  unanswered  ques- 
tions.   Trustees,  legislators,  and  the  public  have  felt  forced  to  resist  in  case  it  should  turn  out  that  what 
is  wanted  is  not  a  reasonable,  well-taught  academic  program  but  something  else— a  base  for  teaching 
revolution,  perhaps,  or  a  center  from  which  attacks  on  any  part  of  the  society  could  be  made  under  the 
protections  of  academic  freedom.    And  yet,  we  do  have  some  indications  of  what  a  Black  Studies  B  cur- 
riculum could  be,  two  of  which  are  worth  noting  in  some  detail:     the  proposals  at  Berkeley  and  Federal 
City  College. 

The  Berkeley  Proposal 

On  February  6,  1969,  at  the  University  of  California,  Berkeley,  Dean  Walter  D.  Knight  distributed 
to  the  chairmen  of  departments  in  the  College  of  Letters  and  Science  a  "Proposal  for  the  Establishment 
of  a  Department  of  Afro-American  Studies."  ^     The  basis  for  the  proposal  was  a  document  prepared  in 
the  spring  of  1968  by  the  Afro-American  Students  Union  at  Berkeley.    As  presented,  the  program  dif- 
fers in  several  important  respects  from  earlier  programs  on  the  campus  (Black  Studies  A  courses)  in  its 
aims:     "Creating  a  regular  Department  of  Afro-American  Studies,  staffed  predominantly  by  black  scholars 
and  oriented  toward  the  black  student  body,  will  provide  more  certainly  for  the  unique  educational 
needs  of  black  students  than  any  sort  of  special  program,  no  matter  how  excellently  designed." 

Faculty,  principally  blacks,  will  be  recognized  scholars  who  will,  if  possible,  hold  joint  appointments 
with  disciplinary  departments,  but  the  faculty  will  also  include  "scholars,  artists,  writers  and  other  intel- 
lectuals who  have  mastered  a  body  of  knowledge  by  means  other  than  the  traditional  academic  graduate 
study.     The  general  pattern  of  appointment  recommended  for  these  teachers  is  that  of  lecturer." 

The  curriculum  "is  designed  to  focus  specifically  on  understanding  and  developing  the  history,  cul- 
ture, language,  and  contemporary  economic,  political,  and  social  conditions  of  black  people  in  Africa, 
the  New  World,  and  particularly  the  United  States.     Further,  such  a  course  of  instruction  must  be 


On  March  4,  the  Academic  Senate  voted  its  endorsement  of  an  ethnic  studies  department  of  which  the  Department  of  Afro- 
American  Studies  would  at  first  be  one  of  four  divisions,  perhaps  later  to  achieve  departmental  status  if  the  department  of  ethnic  studies 
becomes  a  college. 
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pursued  from  the  black  perspective,  that  is,  it  should  adopt  the  viewpoint  of  black  culture  and  orient 
itself  toward  the  learning  needs  of  black  students  and  the  leadership  needs  of  the  black  community." 

More  specifically,  the  student  will  do  half  his  work  in  the  freshman  and  sophomore  years  in 
special  courses  in  the  department.    After  that,  he  may  concentrate  in  one  of  the  standard  disciplines 
(e.g.,  political  science  or  economics,  with  a  faculty  preferably  holding  joint  appointments)  or  in  black 
culture.     His  major  program,  whatever  it  is,  will  "assure  him  of  a  training  sufficient  to  enable  him  to 
go  on  to  graduate  study  in  his  discipline  of  concentration,  should  he  wish  to  do  so." 

Admission  to  the  university  will  be  handled  by  existing  procedures   (Berkeley's  Educational  Oppor- 
tunity Program,  in  operation  for  some  time,  will  take  care  of  the  poorly  prepared);  admission  to  the 
Afro-American  Studies  major  will  be  determined  by  the  faculty  of  the  department  under  ordinary  pro- 
cedures of  the  college.     In  addition,  there  will  be  a  dehberate  attempt  to  involve  the  student  with  the 
local  black  community. 

As  miglit  be  expected,  the  cost  of  the  program  will  not  be  insignificant.    It  is  estimated  that  it 
will  require  at  the   start    the  equivalent  of  ten  faculty  positions,  and  it  is  planned  to  make  classes  small 
and  contacts  between  faculty  and  students  frequent.    No  estimate  is  given  of  the  costs  of  new  mate- 
rials, library  additions,  and  the  research  that  inevitably  would  accompany  the  new  venture. 

Courses  prescribed  for  the  first  tv.'o  years  include  "Orientation  to  Black  Studies  Program  (an  over- 
view of  the  Black  Experience  from  economic,  historical,  political  and  sociological  perspectives),"  "The 
History  of  the  United  States  (A  Black  Perspective),"  "Introduction  to  Black  Culture,"  "Sociology  of 
the  Black  Family,"  "Racism,  Colonialism,  and  Apartheid,"  "Economics  of  Racism,"  "Urbanization  of 
Black  People,"  "Psychology  of  Racism,"  and  a  noncredit  Freshman-Senior  Seminar  that  will  focus  on 
"academic,  personal,  social  and  other  problems  experienced  by  freshmen."     For  upper-division  students, 
a  list  of  offerings  includes  approximately  30  courses  dealing  with  aspects  of  the  black  experience,  to  be 
taught  in  regular  departments. 

How  far  does  the  Berkeley  program  go  toward  meeting  the  common  demands  for  Black  Studies  B 
as  outlined  at  the  opening  of  this  section?     It  will  be  a  separate  academic  division  and  perhaps  ultimately 
a  department;  its  faculty  are  to  be  blacks  in  most  cases;  it  recognizes  and  hopes  to  meet  the  special 
problems  of  blacks  as  students;  its  aim  is  to  prepare  them  for  active  lives  in  a  wider  world  than  the 
white  world  only,  but  not  exclusively  for  the  black  community;  its  admissions  standards  may  be  differ- 
ent from  those  of  the  rest  of  the  university,  but  consistent  with  university  pohcies.    Among  items  not 
included  is  student  control:     participation  is  implied  but  control  remains  in  the  hands  of  the  faculty. 
And  no  special  provision  is  made  for  a  social  center  for  black  students. 

The  place  of  the  essential  element  of  Black  Studies  B,  separateness,  is  not  wholly  clear.    On 
March  4,  speaking  of  the  ethnic  studies  proposal,  Chancellor  Heyns  said,  "Any  unit  created  must  not  be 
segregated  as  to  faculty  or  students."    Tlie  three  "major  goals"  of  the  Afro-American  Studies  proposal 
are,  in  order  of  priority,  to  provide  "an  intensive,  higli  quahty  program  of  higher  education  for  black 
students,"  to  develop  "an  intellectual  field  of  study  which  has  hitherto  been  grossly  overlooked,"  and 
to  educate  "white  students  and  faculty  in  the  culture  of  their  compatriots."    Although  white  students 
are  to  be  served,  some  portions  of  the  program  (for  example,  the  Freshman-Senior  Seminar)  seem  to 
be  designed  for  black  students  only  and  to  be  inappropriate  for  whites.    For  this  reason  and  because 
the  program  is  to  be  "oriented  toward  the  black  student  body"  and  its  curriculum  is  to  "adopt  the 
viewpoint  of  black  culture  and  orient  itself  toward  the  learning  needs  of  black  students  and  the  leader- 
ship needs  of  the  black  community,"  it  falls  into  category  B  rather  than  A. 

Federal  City  College  Proposal 

In  a  different  way,  the  proposal  for  a  Black  Studies  Program  at  Federal  City  College  in  Washington, 
D.C.,  also  falls  within  this  category,  but  it  presents  some  special  problems  of  classification.    In  order  to 
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understand  wliat  these  are,  we  must  approach  two  elements  of  the  proposal  separately:  the  program  it- 
self, and  its  stated  aims.     For  this  review,  it  is  of  significance  that  the  initial  student  body  of  2,200 
(1,600  full-time  equivalent;  the  college  opened  in  the  fall  of  1968)  is  approximately  98  percent  black; 
the  faculty  is  divided  about  equally  between  black  and  white. 

The  proposed  program,  is  a  total  one,  covering  four  college  years.    Its  focus  is  on  the  acquisition 
and  application  of  knowledge  for  technical  and  social  change  in  those  areas  of  the  world  inhabited  by 
black  Africans  and  the  descendants  of  black  Africans  in  the  Caribbean  and  the  Americas.    One  might, 
therefore,  compare  the  program  to  similar  ones  focusing  on  other  areas  of  the  world,  for  example, 
South  Asia:     providing  courses  about  the  culture,  language,  politics,  and  economics  of  the  area,  along 
with  courses  in  technical,  political,  and  cultural  fields.    Together,  the  two  kinds  of  courses  are  designed 
to  prepare  the  student  to  give  effective  help  to  the  people  of  the  area  in  overcoming  their  local  prob- 
lems, whether  of  health  or  economic  development  or  education. 

In  the  Federal  City  College  proposal,  the  first  year's  offerings  consist  of  quarter-long  courses  in  six 
areas: 

The  Pan-African   world  African  peoples  and  world  reality 

History  and  Society  in  the  African  World  Uses  and  Techniques  of  Pacification 

African  Civilization  Politics  of  Dependence 

Contemporary  Prospects  in  the  Pan-African  World  Quest  for  Unity  and  Solidarity:  African  Peoples 

in  the  Third  World 
Natural  sciences 

Uses  of  Science  in  History:  A  Basic  Course  Languages 

History  of  Mathematics,  Biological  Sciences,  Swaliili 

Physical  Sciences  (one  to  be  chosen)  Kikuyu 

Application  and  Implementation  (one  of  the  Arabic

The  second  year  continues  the  language  and  physical  development  components  and  adds  the  follow- 
ing areas: 

Interpretation  of  the  African  Experience  Seminars  in  Developmental  Skills 

Cultural  Concepts  of  African  Peoples  (Interpretative  Skills,  Technical  Skills,  and  Applied 

World's  Great  Men  of  Color  Skills  in  one  of  the  areas  of  mathematics  or  science) 

In  the  third  year,  the  student  is  to  begin  a  major  in  one  of  the  three  "cores"  under  the  general 
title  "Nation  Building":     Technical  Core,  Political  Core,  Cultural  Core.     In  the  fourth  year,  emphasis 
is  on  "the  development  and  acquisition  of  advanced  skills  v/ith  direction  always  toward  applications." 
No  courses  are  specified. 

The  curriculum  outlined  above  might  be  thought  of  as  a  four-year  preparation  for  Peace  Corps 
work  in  the  areas  inhabited  by  black  Africans  and  by  their  relatives  in  the  New  World.     It  does  not 
exclude  white  students;  in  fact,  no  distinction  between  white  and  black  is  made  in  the  program. 

However,  if  one  looks  at  the  proposal  apart  from  the  program  details,  one  may  doubt  the  appro- 
priateness of  the  program  for  a  white  student.     For  example,  the  "focus"  of  the  first-year  program  is 
given  as  "Decolonization  of  the  mind.     Development  of  the  ways  of  looking  at  the  world  (Interpreta- 
tive Skills)."     In  the  introduction,  we  find  these  statements:     "If  education  is  to  be  relevant  to  Black 
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people,  it  must  have  a  two-fold  purpose:     revolution  and  nation-building.    If  the  education  of  Black 
students  is  to  be  meaningful,  it  must  direct  these  students  toward  the  destruction  of  the  forces  of 
racism,  colonialism  and  oppression  that  continue  to  drain  Black  people  all  over  the  world;  and  it  must 
develop  in  them  the  skills  which  will  allow  them  to  conceptualize  and  structure  the  projections  of 
future  Black  existence."  The  introduction  goes  on: 

The  main  emphasis  of  Black  Studies  will  be  toward  the  liberation  of  the  African 
world.    Since  education  should  serve  to  expand  the  minds  and  spheres  of  action  of  the 
people  involved  in  it,  Black  Studies  must  prepare  Black  people  for  the  most  complete 
self-expression,  which  must,  in  fact,  be  hberation  and  self-determination.    Black  Studies 
will  take  the  position  that  the  total  liberation  of  a  people  necessarily  means  that  those 
people  separate  themselves  in  values,  attitudes,  social  stmcture  and  technology,  from  the 
forces  which  oppress  them.    Concurrent,  then,  with  the  liberation  of  African  people  must 
be  the  construction  of  a  durable,  productive  and  self-sufficient  nation.    The  building  of  a 
lasting  and  meaningful  African  nation  must  be  the  end-product  of  the  Black  Studies 
Program. 

From  these  statements,  it  is  clear  that  (a)  the  program  is  designed  for  black  students  only  and 
thus  is  a  variety  of  Black  Studies  B;  and  (b)  no  matter  how  much  it  may  appear  to  resemble  a  South 
Asia  or  Peace  Corps  program,  it  differs  in  one  conspicuous  way:     Neither  the  student  of  South  Asia 
nor  the  Peace  Corps  volunteer  is  expected  or  required  to  be  or  to  become  an  Indian  to  do  effective 
work  in  Jndia;  the  burden  of  the  Federal  City  College  proposal  is  that  the  black  student  must  become, 
himself,  a  member  in  full  of  the  "African  nation"  before  he  can  render  service. 

The  Differences 

These  signal  differences  seem  to  distinguish  between  the  Berkeley  and  the  Federal  City  College 
proposals.    The  first-Berkeley-calls  for  special  work  for  the  black  student  to  free  him  from  the  de- 
bilitating effects  of  his  background  so  that  he  may  apply  his  skills  in  white  or  black  communities  with 
some  measure  of  academic  detachment.    The  Federal  City  College  program  seems  to  say  that  the  stu- 
dent will  be  freed  from  the  debilitating  effects  of  his  background  but,  instead  of  acquiring  academic 
detachment,  he  will  have  substituted  a  commitment  to  a  fresh  black  perspective. 

To  push  the  consequences  of  this  distinction  further:    A  trend  in  American  education  over  the 
last  decade  has  been  to  prepare  students  as  "world  citizens,"  to  break  down  some  of  the  more  obvious 
chauvinistic  tendencies  we  all  acquire  as  we  mature,  but  to  preserve  understanding  of  and  sympathy  for 
the  best  in  our  own  culture.    The  chief  means  of  bringing  about  this  "decolonization"  of  our  minds  is 
a  broad  and  liberal  education,  to  cultivate  in  the  student  a  sense  of  objectivity  in  observing  in  perspec- 
tive both  his  own  and  other  cultures.    Of  the  two  Black  Studies  B  programs,  only  that  at  Berkeley 
seems  consistent  with  this  aim.    Thus,  programs  hke  the  Federal  City  College  proposal  will  unquestion- 
ably raise  serious  doubts  about  their  propriety  in  an  academic  setting. 

THE  ISSUES 

From  this  review,  it  is  clear  that  issues  with  respect  to  black  studies  and  related  programs  go 
beyond  those  raised  by  the  memorandum  from  the  Office  for  Civil  Rights  and  that  many  of  these 
issues  are  as  yet  unresolved.     The  issues  may  be  summarized  as  follows: 

Separate  facilities.      One  of  the  issues  raised  by  HEW,  the  question  of  separate  social  and  living 
arrangements,  could  be  settled  solely  on  the  basis  of  the  provisions  of  the  Civil  Rights  Act  of  1 964. 
However,  at  least  some  of  the  proposals  for  such  facihties  rest  on  the  considered  judgment  of  college 
faculties  that  there  is  a  sound  educational  and  social  justification  for  them. 
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Separate  academic  programs.     Between  providing  a  precollege  program  for  blacks  (limited  to  them 
perhaps  because  the  community  may  have  no  whites  in  the  same  educational  plight)  and  establishing 
a  college  curriculum  specifically  excluding  nonblacks  there  are  some  gradations  of  exclusiveness  that 
may  or  may  not  run  counter  to  the  Civil  Riglits  Act.    Even  the  totally  exclusive  programs  have  some- 
times been  advocated  on  educational  grounds. 

Separatism  and  civil  rights.  The  American  community  is  currently  engaged  in  a  new  debate  over 
"separatism"  as  distinguished  from  "segregation."  Segregation  is  involuntary;  separatism  in  this  sense 
is  the  voluntary  separation  of  the  blacks  from  the  white  community.  In  today's  uncertainties,  college 
decisions  about  separate  facilities  and  academic  programs  may  be  based  on  today's  educational  theory 
or  on  civil  riglits  laws  and  may  be  subject  to  modification  if  the  current  debate  results  in  fresh  social 
theories  or  modified  laws. 

Primary  commitment.  An  academic  program  that  requires  a  primary  commitment  to  racial  identity 
rather  than  to  academic  principles  raises  a  very  difficult  issue.  In  the  history  of  American  education  we 
have  seen  parallels  in  institutions  basing  their  academic  programs  on  religious  commitment.  Comparisons 
might  be  instructive. 

Autonomy.     Totally  autonomous  programs  have  no  precedent  in  our  colleges  and  universities.    Be- 
cause members  of  a  unit  are  better  equipped  in  certain  matters  than  anyone  else  in  the  institution,  a 
large  measure  of  freedom  may  be  granted  in  estabUshing  a  curriculum,  in  determining  which  students 
shall  be  eligible  to  enter  it,  in  selecting  and  promoting  faculty,  and  in  allocating  the  unit's  budget. 
Nevertheless,  this  freedom  is  exercised  within  parameters  based  on  institutional  aims  and  resources  and 
embodied  in  procedures  and  regulations.    Is  there  any  compelling  reason  to  exempt  black  studies  from 
such  parameters? 

Appropriate  courses  and  materials.     Although  the  standard  curriculum  is  generally  conceded  to  need 
modification  toward  what  I  have  described  as  Black  Studies  A,  open  to  all  students,  there  ace  as  yet 
few  guides  to  appropriate  courses  and  materials  involving  the  black  experience.     Some  bibliographies 
have  been  published  and  a  few  institutes  have  been  held  to  conisder  these  matters,  but  little  is  available 
to  guide  those  entering  unfamiliar  territory. 

Availability  of  staff.     Faculty  competent  to  teach  Black  Studies  A  courses  are  in  short  supply. 
Black  colleges  fear  a  "brain  drain."    Many  colleges  find  themselves  faced  with  appointing  as  faculty 
those  who  do  not  have  the  qualifications  they  are  accustomed  to  demand.     Although  Berkeley's  pro- 
posal provides  for  "lecturers,"  other  institutions  may  have  to  work  out  different  arrangements  if  they 
choose  to  add  such  faculty  for  black  studies. 

Costs.     Even  with  the  best  will  in  the  world,  some  institutions  will  be  unable  to  make  more  than 
token  moves  toward  satisfying  demands  for  black  studies.     Financial  limitations  on  educational  programs 
are  not  easily  overcome.    The  issue  here  will  be  priority.    Thus  usually  it  will  be  resolved  after  a  col- 
lective consideration  of  alternatives.     The  allocation  of  funds  may,  then,  become  a  test  of  power. 

Political  considerations.     Clearly,  in  some  institutions  the  demands  for  a  black  studies  department 
are  not  really  proposals  for  curricular  change  but  rather  a  set  of  "nonnegotiable"  political  demands  to 
provoke  retaliation  from  faculty  and  administration  or  the  public.    These  will  inevitably  call  forth 
political  rather  than  curricular  responses. 

Definitions.     Basic  to  most  of  the  problems  that  have  arisen  in  connection  with  black  studies  on 
our  campuses  is  the  question  of  definitions.     As  the  foregoing  makes  clear,  the  names  "black  studies" 
and  "Afro-American  studies"  or  a  term  like  "the  black  perspective"  are  understood  variously.     It  is  to 
be  hoped  that  future  discussions  on  campus  or  between  campuses  and  the  Office  for  Civil  Rights  will 
put  a  high  priority  on  agreement  on  terms. 
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In  the  past  year,  some  progress  has  been  made  toward  correcting  deficiencies  in  the  standard  cur- 
riculum.   Some  of  the  modifications  have  been  minor;  others  have  struck  out  into  unexplored  territory, 
encountering  difficult  and  sometimes  unexpected  problems  along  the  way.    It  should  be  clear,  however, 
that  although  the  Civil  Rights  Act  of  1964  may  prohibit  certain  .features  suggested  or  adopted  for 
black  studies,  there  still  remain  a  wide  range  of  acceptable  programs  that  can  be  established  without 
regard  to  possible  legal  violations.    It  would  be  unfortunate  if  the  recent  memorandum  from  the  Office 
for  Civil  Rights  were  to  halt  or  delay  consideration  of  such  programs. 


MimJTES  OF  THE  MARCH  RESEAECH  FACULTY  COUTTCIL  MEETING 

The  Research  Faculty  Council  convened  its  March  meeting  at  U:00  p.m.,  March 
25,   1969,    in  Room  28  Tillman  Hall. 

The  Council  adopted  the  following  resolution  concerning  the  solution  of  the 
housing   of  graduate  students  during  vacation  and  inter<^esslon     periods.      "The  Re- 
search Faculty  Council  commends   the  University  Administration  for  the  steps   taken 
to  solve  the  problem  of  graduate  student  housing  on  a  continuous-occupancy  basis. 
The  memorandum  from  Dean  Brownley  of  March  10,   I969  clarifies  some  of  the  points 
of  concern  by  the  Council  as   to  the  conditions   of  occupancy.      The  Council's   im- 
mediate concern   (called  to  the  attention  of  the  Administration  in  the  I967-68  aca- 
demic year)   for  a  satisfactory  arrangement  for  occupancy  of  rooms  during  inter- 
session  or  vacation  periods  has  been  satisfied.     However,   the  Council  is  obliged 
to  point  out  that  the  present  demand  for  rooms  in  the  dormitory  by  graduate  students 
(approx.   65)   is  not  indicative  of  the  future  needs,   especially,  with  the  arrangement 
for  continuous-occupancy." 

The  Research  Faculty  Council  was  informed  that  the  Graduate  Council  had  re- 
jected its   recommendation  that  the  M.S.    designation  be  reserved  for  those  degrees 
requiring  a  thesis.     Action  on  publication  of  information  on  Ph.D.    final  oral 
examinations  was  postponed. 

An  ad  hoc   committee  of  H.   W.    Graben,   J.   W.   Hubbard,   and  W.    P.   Byrd   (Chairman) 
presented  a  report  of  a  study,   with  recommendations,   concerning  Clemson  University's 
annual  leave  policy.      The  report  was  discussed  and  adopted  by  unanimous  vote. 

A  report  from  an  ad  hoc  committee  concerning  Graduate  School  admission  pro- 
cedures was  presented  and  discussed.      The  committee  report  concluded  that  the 
current  procedures  are  generally  satisfactory.
